The season for sockeyo salmon on 
tho Fraser Biver and in the Gulf will 
be re-opened tomorrow night. The 
Fraser River canners agreed today that 
20 cents would be the price paid for 
both sockeyes and cohoes. 1 About ten 
canneries will operate. 

Vancouver Island Lumber 
J. D. Robertson and J. R. Robertson, 
of Kansas City, and C. P. Nutter, of 
Seattle, are here for the purpose of 
arranging for the development of log- 
ging property near Alert Bay, which 
jwas purchased hist spring by an 
American syndicate In which they are 
interested.

LOXDON, Sept. 15. — A despatch 
received here from tho Russian 
official news agency at St. 
Petersburg says that General Dlmitrl 
Feodorovich Trepoff, commandant of 
the Imperial palace, died this evening. 

General Trepoff would have been 51 
years old December 15. l'or several 
,m|onths he had been sintering from a 
heart affection and asthmatic '.roubles, 
and some time ago was forced to aban- 
don a large amount of the routine 
work Included in bis duties ns com- 
mandant of the Imperial palace, but 
remained in office and was still in 
touch with the Etmperor. 

General Trepol'f's death was due to 
natural causes, but the revolutionists 
can at least claim partial responsibility 
for his end, as his Illness was caused 
by the constant strain due to per- 
petual fear of death, which, with lack 
of exercise and recreation during the 
last two years, wore down his origin- 
ally superb constitution. He had be- 
come so nervous of late that recently, 
when a military attache of a conti- 
nental power was unexpectedly ushered 
Into his room, General Trepoff sprang 
to his feet In an attitude of defence, 
but when he recognized 1:1s visitor he 
sank into his chair, all unnerved. 

The gravity of his malady was rec- 
ognized, but his death came as a great 
surprise. 

General Trepoff was In .many re- 
spects a remarkable man. He was a 
natural despot, a tyrant by Inclination, 
education ami conviction. He was 
one of those men who have constantly 
appeared like an evil genius In Russian 
history, Just at the lime when condi- 
tions were most promising for putting 
an end to despotism, lo turn the Rus- 
sian rulers fro.m liberalism back into 
paths of reaction. Trepoff was a 
police master. Tin- elder Trepoff was 
found as a baby on tin- back doorstep 
of a German family, by whom he was 
taken and playfully given the name of 
Treppof (German for doorstep), for the 
place where he was found. Later, 
when he grew up and entered Into the 
Russian service as an agent of the 
famous "Third Section," he Russian- 
ized his na.me into Trepoff. 

Dlmitrl received bis education in th.' 
swell page corps, and followed his 
father's footsteps in the police depart- 
ment, lie res,.. quickly, and after 
acting as police mastor at various pro- 
vincial towns, he attracted tho atten- 
tion of Serglus, then governor-general 
of Moscow, and by him was named 
police master of Moscow. Trepoff soon 
became Serglus' right arm In lighting 
his troops. Ills personal courage was 
beyond all question. He had almost 
a contempt for death. 

The strain told upon him, and during 
these memorable six weeks the lines of 
his face deepened and his hair - and 
heard became streaked with gray, lie 
continued at his post throughout the 
summer, and not a single riot occurred. 
Trepoff made a. pretence of acquiescing 
In the manifesto of October of last 
year, and In Wltte's elevation to the 
premiership; hut In reality he was 
only awaiting a favorable opportunity 
to give battle to the forces of the pew 
lu the name of ihe old regime. And 
.w'hen the order of liberty which fol- 
lowed the manifesto was In full blast,

Mingled 
with tho screaming of the guests and 
shouts of tlie firemen would come a 
cheer when some brave civilian emerged ' 
from n window with probably an inani- 
mate form over his shoulder. The last 
-taken out of the building was from tho 
second storey window over the Royal 
Ibnnlt.

OPENING OF THE 



First Session of the Dominion 
Convention Will Be Held 
Tomorrow 



MANY DELEGATES ARE IN ATTENDANCE 



Some Important Subjects Will Be 
Brought Before the Meet- 
ing For Consideration 



BIG WINTER PAYROLL. 

'Business men and others who fear to 
face the coining winter, with Its accom- 
panying trade stagnation and general de- 
bility in the lino of things doing, will be 
gratified to learn that this year there will 
be in al! probability more wage earners ati 
n\>rli than has been the case any previous 
Benson for the pnst four or five years, soys 
the Dawtjoa News. 

The principal employer will be the Yu- 
kon Consolidated Gold Fields company, 
which will maintain on its payroll through- 
out the entire winter all the way from 
500 to 2.000 men, the maximum number 
(being reached in February or [March, when 
.the work on the big ditch will be re- 
sumed. 'That is the statement made to a 
representative of the World yesterday af- 
ternoon by O. B. Perry, general manager 
of the company. 

Regarding the ■present operations of the 
company and the Immediate future, .Mr. 
Perry ways that the work on the duoh 
lines, sawmill and logging camp, dam con- 
struction, etc., will be carried at> far Into 
the winter as the weather conditions will 
allow. That of tile main ditch and pole 
Hue will probably run well Into October. 

With the iirrlvad of Inclement weather 
and low temperature, the work will be 
confined largely to that of an Indoor na- 
ture, sucli as the Installation of machin- 
ery In the power plant, the wiring of the 
dredges and sub-stations and the distribu- 
tion of lumber and supplies that' have been 
accumulated during the summer over the 
winter roads to their tinnl destination. 

Freighting the machinery and other ma- 
terials to the polm s where such is to bo 
used will take practically all winter and [ 
give employment to many men ami teams. 
That Intended for t.'he power 'plant on the 
■ Twelvo-mllo. which -was discharged tit the 
mouth of the river, aggregating several! 
hundred tons, consisting of witter wheels, 
generators, etc.. and all will be placed 
In position during tire winter. The ma- 
terial that will be used in the construc- 
tion of the pipe Hue consists approxi- 
mately of l.OOO tons of redwood staves 
and steel hands, and that will he hauled 
over tile winter rond to Leplne rld,ge and 
distributed ready to be placed in position 
as soon as the weather will permit. 

In the construction of the power plant, 
flume and pipe Hues, about 200 men will 
be employed, and the work will he con- 
tinued Just as far Into the winter us pos- 
sible and resumed as early In the spring 
as It can' i>c. So Interruption will occur In 
the logging and sawmill operations. The 
mill Is to he housed In and used' for the 
framing of the material for the Humus, 
which will be distributed as fast as com- 

'plcted. 

. The assembling of the dredges will be 
•virtually finished by the close of the sea- 
son ready for- the electric power In the 
'spring. All that will be necessary then 
Will lie to add the (finishing touches, such 



,.15 the putting in place of the ladder and 
bucket lrnc, work that can be done with 
the assistance of the power that will then 
be available. Work on the huge storage 
dam at 00 above on Bonanza will also ha 
carried as far into the winter as possible, 
as It Is Intended it shall be completed 
early In the spring before the water runs. 

"if the weather permits," said 'Mr. 
Perry, "a large force of men will be put 
to work on the main ditch In February or 
March and the work will he carried for- 
ward as rapidly us possible throughout 
the season. It Is our Intention to use over 
a thousand men on this part of the wotk 
nlr.ne, and the indications are that any 
moil looking for work In the Klondike can 
be accommodated without difficulty during 
the coming season. 

CANADIAN-ASIATIC TRADE. 

Alberta Morchant Foresees a Grand 
Prospect for Commerce. 

Edmonton, Alb., Sept. 1 i. — John Mac- 
Dougall, u leading merchant here, is 
back from a tour around the world, and 
this morning gave quite an interesting 
little story of his travels. Like every 
other Canadian who lias traveled in the 
Orient, Mr. MueDougall is enthusiastic 
about the possibilities of u Cnnndtnn- 
Asiatic trade. "Edmontou and Cal- 
garj'i" ho said, "are going to gel the 
Hour trade of China. I am thorough- 
ly convinced of this and I don"i think 
there is room for a shadow of doubt 
about it. if I were in the Hour milling 
business I would pay all attention to 
China, would send a man there who 
understood his business, keep a sine!; 
'on hand and prepare to do business on 
as large ;i scale as the prospects of the 
trade warranted." 

Mr, MncDotigull explained his prefer- 
ence for China over Japan as a possible 
field for the flour trade by pointing out 
that the Japanese government is intense- 
ly protectionist, .and that Japan is col- 
onizing Manchuria with the idea of 
growing her own wheat. The Japanese 
governtncnl is meeting with great suc- 
cess in the colonization, and in a very 
few years there will he no market for 
foreign Hour in Japan. i j

Never in the history of the Trades 
Union movement in the Dominion has 
public interest been mure thoroughly 
aroused regarding its aims und objects 
than it is now on the eve of flic l!2ud 
annual convention of the Trades und 
Labor Congress of Canada which as- 
sembles tomorrow, September 17th, in 
this city. Indications at present point to 
an attendance of over 100 duly accredit- 
ed delegates from all portions of this 
fair Canada of ours, and it is quite pro- 
bable that this number may be largely 
augmented by the opening day. 

Congress conies here to broaden its 
scope of usefulness by acquainting it- 
self with the actual existing conditions 
and prospects of this young province, 
which in comparison with its vast 
wealth and resources is the least known 
of all the provinces. Tims from personal 
investigation ntid knowledge the dele- 
gates to Congress will be in a position 
lo deal intelligently with all matters 
brought before thein at this session or 
in the future which materially affect 
the interests and welfare of the work' 
ingmen throughout this province, and at 
the same time our mercantile and other 
public bodies will, with a closer view 
of the workings of Trades Unions and 
their objects he better nble to estimate 
I the usefulness and strength of Hie La- 
bor organizations. All this mid much 
j more is involved Id the gathering for 
■ the first time on the Pacific Coast of n 
I body whose aims are not merely pro- 
vincial but embrace the whole Domin- 
ion. Conditions in the West and on the 
Pacific Const especially are in many re- 
spects completely different to those "pre- 
vailing in other portions of Canada, 
needing closer and more thorough study 
by those influencing legislation, and It 
is gratifying to find the members of an 
important body like the Congress, com- 
ing here in order to place themselves in 
the best position possible to conserve 
and promote interests which they real- 
ize to be of the utmost importnnce to 
the province of British Columbia and 
to nil Canada. 

One of the most important problems 
which Congress will be called upon to 
deal with — and which has special sig- 
nificance for the people of this province 
—is the Asiatic Coolie Labor question. 
This is a matter already receiving the 
attention of the public and it is expect- 
ed that Congress will discuss the mut- 
ter with the importance it demands and 
their decision result in strengthening the 
hands of the Dominion government 
when they come to grapple with the 
subject. 

The possibility of the formation of a 
Labor party on an independent political 
basis will also be taken up by the mem- 
bers and carries with it u good deal of 
significance. As to whether or no the 
embarkation of the Congress in the pol- 
itical arena is likely to prove conducive 
or otherwise to the promotion of the 
aims and objects of the organization is 
an open question, and seems lo open up 
a wide range of possibilities and the 
arguments pro and con will be listened 
lo with considerable interest. It is a 
mntler which cannot be dealt with hur- 
riedly, however, if the prestige of the 
Congress is to be sustained. 

These are but II sample of the ninny 
and varied questions which will be laid 
before Congress in addition to those 
directly bearing upon labor legislation 
and the delegates in attendance will 
have their hands full in rendering deci- 
sions which will be noted from end to 
end of the Dominion. 

The reception committee, composed 
of representatives from the Local 
Trades and Labor council, the Board of 
Trade, the City council and the Tourist 
association, lias provided an elaborate 
entertainment for the pleasure of our 
visitors and the visiting congressmen 
will be hard to please indeed if they 
are not more I hau favorably impressed 
with the beauty of this Paradise of the 
Pacific and the open-hunded hospitality

WINS BIG STRIKE 



Only 4,500 Men Now Out With 

a Total Membership of 
' 48,480 



(Contributed) 

One of the most remarkable strikes in 
the history of organized labor, and prob- 
ably one of the most bitterly fought 
contests between capital and labor — the 
fight for the establishment of nn eiglit- 
liour workday in tiie printing trades 
throughout the United Stales and Can- 
ada,. is now Hearing Its end. Although 
there are '1,500 men still on the strike 
pay roll, this does not give a true idea 
of tlie real state of affairs, as there are 
as many union printers now employed us 
there were before the strike was Inaug- 
urated only a few of the large centres 
are still putting up n feeble resistance, 
and it is only a question of time before 
the Typographical Onion will have more 
nf iis members working than before the 
inception of the tight, as they have made 
big gains which more thun offset any 
louses which they otherwise might have 
Buffered. Over $2,000,000 has already 
been expended by the Union alone, tiud 
they claim to stand ready to spend more 
if necessary, as on the absolute victory 
of the Typographical Union depends the 
eight-hour question <->r. other crafts 
throughout the entire continent of 
North America, 

The following extract is taken from 
the current issue of the Typographical 
Journal, the official organ of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union: 
An Eight-Hour Jubilee 

"The Colorado Springs convention of 
the International Typographical Union 
was the greatest event in the history of 
the organisation. It was as much In the 
nature of a jubilee as a business session, 
although a great amount of business -was 
done. There was not n discordant voice 
raised at any time during the session In 
opposition to the eight-hour movement. 
On the contrary, every proposition re- 



lating to tho conduct and continuance 
of the fight was unanimously endorsed." 
10 Per Cent. Reduced 
"In accordance with the action of the 
convention, the eight-hour assessment 
will be reduced to 8 per cent on October 
1st. Beginning with that date all as- 
sessments collected under authority of 
the International Typographical Union 
must be sent to the International secre- 
tary-treasure]' and 'will be disbursed at 
the direction of the executive council. 
The eight-hour day has been established 
throughout, the jurisdiction Of the in- 
ternational Typographical Union, but 
there are some 4,300 members affected 
by the strike who must be cared for 
until they can find employment. The 
strike will be declared off in places 
where the normal number of members 
are working. This will enable the of- 
ficers to conduct a more energetic and 
effective campaign in cities where oppo- 
sition is siill encountered, but may ne- 
cssitate the continuance of an assess- 
ment for some time, as the full force 
anil strength of the International Typo- 
graphical Union will be directed against 
those who ore still opposing the eight- 
hour day and (he union shop." 

THE INSURANCE COMMISSION. 

Toronto. Out., Sept. lo. — The evidence 
of Dr. Oronhyntekhu was continued be- 
fore the insurance commission yester- 
day afternoon, Mr. Shepley, government 
counsel questioning him on correspon- 
dence and reports on lile in the depart- 
ment. 

Tile. Homo Life came up again when 
.Mi'. Pnttison, ex-manager, in further ex- 
planation of his contract said $1)0,000 
was lirsl agreed upon. That amount 
was fixed when the negotiations first 
took place some six weeks or two 
months previous to sett lenient. He ex- 
peeled he would receive $00,000 and did 
not then contemplate paying anything to 
the directors or anyone else. On Octo- 
ber 12th. Hon. Mr. Stratum told him he 
would have to reduce the amount to 
$80,000 adding that that was all he 
would pay; he was not sure of the exact 
words.

■Steamer Tremont, which arrived 
early yesterday morning from Manila 
via Japan brought news thai » distin- 
guished party of Japanese financiers 
headed by Mr. Takahashi Korekeyo, 
Vice Governor of the Panic of Japan, 
will arrive at Victoria within the next 
few days, as passengers of the Nippon 
Yuse.n Kaisha liner Kaga Marti, which 
Jeft Yokohama on Sept. fith and is due 
on Tuesday. 

Mr. Takahashi is hound to New York 
and London on nn important financial 
mission; he has been sent by the Jap- 
anese government to raise a foreign 
loan. The six per cent foreign loan of 
the Japanese government will complete 
its non-redemption period on March 
31st next, and the Japanese financial 
officials wish to convert it at once into 
a four per cent obligation. To that end 
'Air. Takahashi, who was sent abroad to 
float previous foreign loans, has again 
been despatched for the purpose of ar- 
ranging the notation of the second half 
of the $l>f>0.000,000 loan about to be is- 
sued. Mr. Knnno, secretary of the de- 
partment of finance and several other 
notable Japanese will oecompnny Mr. 
Takahashi. 

It is the intention of Mr. Takahashi 
to proceed via Seattle to New York 
where he will visit Mr. Jacob Sehiff, 
the noted New York financier who was 
recently a visitor to Japan and who was 
accompanied by iMiss Takahashi, daugh- 
ter of the vice governor of the Bank 
of Japan when he returned to New 
York. In nn interview given to a Jap- 
anese newspaper when his appointment 
wns made Air. Takahashi Is quoted as 
saying nothing had been arrnnged re- 
garding the loan but the rnte of interest, 
Other details must be settled as best 
they can, and the political disquiet en- 
gendered by the turmoil in Russia will 
probably result in a high price having 
to bo paid for the loan. He denied that 
any agreement had been entered into 
with Mr. Jacob Sehiff or Mr. B. H. 
Hnrrimnn, both of whom visited Japan 
and were credited with having gone to 
the Rising Sun land on financial busi- 
ness. Hp said both of these gentlemen 
had promised to use their good offices to 
assist to float the loan when the time 
came, but beyond that,' had' entered into 
no compact. „,,.„

agent the Niroku Shimbun, one of the 
Tokio journals, in an issue received by 
the steamer Tremont, publishes' nn in- 
teresting statement regarding Japan's 
national debts.

The objection taken by the Japanese 
government was that it was .considered 
inadvisable in the interest of the credit 
of the Japanese nation that any small 
loan should be floated abroad in the 
name of a local autonomous corporation, 
and the finance minister proposed that 
all small loans required by such com- 
munities should be aggregated and en- 
trusted in bulk to a nominated bank, 
presumably the Industrial hank which 
is favored by the Japanese government, 
The bank, it was pointed out, would 
publish explicitly for the information of 
foreign investors the details of the des- 
tinations of the various fractional loans.

THE IMMIGRATION PROBLEM. 

VV. D. Scott, Dominion Immigration 
Commissioner, is here inquiring into the 
Question of the importation of Hindus, 
whose advent into the province to aug- 
ment the supply . of labor is agitating 
labor circles and causing numerous rep- 
resentations to be made to Ottawa. Mr. 
Scott will report to his government on 
the subject and probably upon other 
matters in connection with immigration. 
Being a discreet officinl, Mr. Scott has 
not given any intimation as to the na- 
ture of his report and will not talk for 
publication, nut one may anticipate in 
some measure what some of his recom- 
mendations will be. 

With reference to the Hindus [hey 
ere not naturally, that is to say physi- 
cally or by training or experience, well 
tfitted fftV the task of laborers in this 
country. That is so obvious as not to 
require argument. Their importation 
cannot, however, be prohibited except 
under the provisions of the law which 
apply uniformly to nil comers. Hindus 
are subjects of the British Empire and 
ennnot be discriminated against. Even 
if the Dominion Parliament attempted 
to pass legislation debarring them, it 
may be taken for granted that the Im- 
perial government would prevent it. 
India is an important section of the 
British Empire and Great Britain would 
not hazard giving offence to the racial 
sensibilities of its peoples. As British 
subjects within the Empire the Hindus 
are entitled to nil the respect of rights 
■ which being a British subject demands. 
Influence, however, may and should be 
exerted by the Dominion government 
through Imperial channels to dissunde 
these people from coming to British Co- 
lumbia where conditions must almost 
constitute it a hardship for them to live 
in large numbers — conditions wholly for- 
eign to them. 

Dealing with the importation of Hin- 
dus as a purely immigration problem, the 
department of immigration can only 
view them in the light in which it views 
all immigrants from whatever source 
they come — in ;i light as to whether 
they tire "undesirable Immigrants'' or not. 
But the question of who is mi "unde- 
(jlrnble immigrant" is nut left to the 
discretion of tin- immigration official. 
The latter, although lie is necessarily al- 
lowed considerable latitude in applying 
the law, is restricted In certain classes 
of immigrants described in the Act and 
is specifically instructed by the law. 
That is to soy, it is not left to the of- 
ficial to determine for himself the de- 
sirability or undesirabllity of an immi- 
grant. The Act defines tile disabilities 
which affect individual cases. Because 
n man is. a Hindu or a Turk or a Jap- 
anese he cannot be deemed "unde- 
sirable," whatever the official's private 
judgment may be in the matter. There 
can be no discrimination of that char- 
acter. Provided a man is healthy and 
sane, is enjoying the full possession of 
the rights of citizenship in any country 
from which he comes, and has sufficient 
funds not to be classed as Jndirtenl and 
not. likely to become a burden on the 
community, he cannot he prevented a 
landing, no matter in what numbers he 
may come. The government reserves tin 
Important right to deport within two 
years for cause, and has power to es- 
tablish a reasonable standard ns to 
money which the immigrant should pos- 
sess when hVVrrlyes in order to insure 
his not becoming a charge on the 
country. 

But beyond certain limitations the 
lw, apparently well devised and effec- 



tive so far as it is intended to apply, 
cannot go. It does not touch the real ker- 
nel of the situation in this province. The 
Hindu problem, if it is to become a prob- 
lem, must work itself out in its own 
way, independently of the present law 
governing immigration. The Hindus 
were Imported or induced to come to 
British Columbia as a partial solution of 
the labor question, and that is what is 
to be faced now. As a class they are 
not fittetf for the purpose for which they 
were intended and in many respects are 
an undesirable addition, to 'our popula- 
tion, and for that reason the Dominion 
government must use its best endeavors 
to head off further immigration of this 
class by representations in the proper 
quarter. 

We must look, ns a first and main re- 
sort, to Urea' Britain and the countries 
of Northern Europe for a supply of 
suitable laborers — pftople of our country 
and race. In this connection it is satis- 
factory to know that tlie provincial gov- 
ernment has taken steps to reliove the 
situation in the way indicated. It is not 
only a question of gettipg people of this 
class to come to Canada, hut it is also 
a question of getting them to British 
Columbia at a rate of transportation 
which will render it possible. The de- 
mand for labor throughout Canada is so 
great thnt laborers are absorbed in 
Eastern Canada and in the Middlcwest 
as fnst as they arrive. There is a spe- 
cial cheap immigrant rate as far as Cal- 
gary, but that rate is doubled to the 
const. The natural result is that the 
immigrants remain east of Calgary. 
With this in mind, the provincial gov- 
ernment has opened up negotiations 
with the Canadian Pacific railway and 
we may reasonably hope that the out- 
come will prove satisfactory. Should 
that, however, fail employers might 
under contract, advance money— a por- 
tion of the railway fare — from Calgary 
here. Some organization for thnt pur- 
pose might be necessary, but it has been 
suggested as feasible and is worthy of 
consideration. 

As is well known the policy of the 
provincial government is, and has been, 
opposed to Oriental immigration • and, 
therefore, it feels it incumbent upon it 
and a duty, to relieve, if possible, the 
labor famine by taking steps in the di- 
rection indicated. Having in view the 
growing period of our province and the 
necessity for providing every facility for 
its development, and especially in the 
farming districts, it is very essential 
that the labor market should be better 
supplied, and that no stone should be 
left unturned towards that end. If men 
of the right kind can be obtained else- 
where, no one would' dream of advocat- 
ing looking to the Orient. It is not an- 
ticipated that the shortage of labor will 
continue' forever, because prosperous 
times will not continue without a break, 
even in Canada, but for the next four 
or five years, at least, there will be an 
extraordinary demand for workers in 
our forests, fields, fisheries and mines, 
and must he supplied if our progress is 
not to be seriously arrested. 

KISSING THE BIBLE. 

In England an agitation has begun 
against that antiquated and objection- 
able custom of kissing the Bible in 
court. The principal objection raised 
to it Is that It is insanitary In the ex- 
treme, but there are also other strong, 
moral objections. It has often been 
pointed out that there is no easier 
means of conveying disease than by 
kissing a book that has been kissed for 
years before by people of all sorts and 
conditions. It is not only very dirty, 
but it Is dangerous, and the wonder is 
that In a civilized country It has been 
permitted so long an It has. 

But to our mind there are graver ob- 
jections to the custom than the danger 
of Infection from the microbes of dis- 
eased criminals and witnesses, al- 
though that Is bad enough. Like some 
of our Christian customs, It is really 
pagan in its origin. As far back as 
history goes, peoples in all parts of the 
world have had some particular 
method of making a solemn declara- 
tion, or "swearing" to the truth of a 
statement. 1 The taking of an oath 
upon the Gospel goes hack to the early 
days of Christendom, anil wo have In- 
teresting survivals of It In our lan- 
guage, such as 'the Gospel truth" or as 
"true as Gospel," Inn It is probably 
derived through Jewish practice from 
! the Greeks and Romans In swearing 
I on their gods. The meaning and 
effect of kissing the Bible in affirming 
tin. truth of our statements is that of 
calling upon God to witness that, what 
we say is li ne. There are In vogue at 
I the present time several methods of 
swearing without kissing a book, which 
I might as well be an almanac in most 
cases as a Bible, so fur as the witness 
j is concerned. It Is so purely conven- 
tional and perfunctory. He seldom 
thinks of the book in his hand or the 
solemnity of the act, any more than 
the man who uses profanity thinks of 
the literal moaning and effect of his 
oaths; 'in fact, swearing profanely is 
the offspring of swearing officially. Any 
of the methods, In substitution, are re- 
garded as equally binding In court. One 
is that of affirming by holding up the 
light hand. The St. John Sun, dis- 
cussing the subject, remarks that "as 
a matter of fact, an oath Is no more 
binding morally than an ordinary" 
| assertion. It Is only through the legal 
penalties 'prescribed for violation that 
the ceremony acquires any real force. 
.Whatever other value It has In In- 
ducing witnesses to toll the truth is due 
to superstition. This being the ense, 
It Is Incumbent upon the law to pro- 
vide a formula to which a witness may 
subscribe without danger to health and 
life, Under the present unclean prac- 
tice, a witness runs more, immediate

risk In taking an oath than he does In 
violating it," 

It is true that many people are 
frightened into telling the truth from 
the, fact that they are "on oath," who 
would not otherwise scruple to lie 
without stint; but as a matter of fact, 
as an expedient It has doubtful moral 
results. It places a premium upon 
lying In all other circumstances. In 
other words, the tendency is to pro- 
mote the general idea that It Is only 
necessary to tell the truth when you 
have to swear to it. The moral effect 
of thnt Is always bad. With that in 
view, why should there be any formal 
declaration at all that what a man 
states in court or signs in an official 
document is true? Why should a man 
not be expected to tell the truth on 
such occasions and be subject to all 
the , penalties made and provided for 
violation of the truth under oath? As 
(the law is at present, a man Is pun- 
ishable for obtaining money or valu- 
able consideration from another under 
false pretences. If a man makes rep- 
resentations to his fellow whereby the 
latter Is deceived Into giving him 
money or' goods or property of any 
kind, he is guilty of fraud, whether he 
swears to his lie or not. ■ Why should 
not the principle apply to the man on 
the witness stand? Such a procedure 
would place a premium upon truth 
irtstead of upon lying, and fix the 
standard of public morality higher 
than It is at present. When the law 
tacitly recognizes that a lie Is only 
serious when sworn to. whether upon 
the Bible or in some other way, it 
lowers the estimate which should be 
placed upon the unnfflrmed testimony 
of every man responsible for his 
words.

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Everybody Smokes Old Chum 
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The British Columbia Agricultural 
Association Has an Inter- 
esting History 



The opening of the B. C. agricultural 
exhibition is now only nine days away 
and everything points to the most suc- 
cessful show that has ever been held in 
the history of the society. In referring 
to the history of the srx-iety it has hail 
a very checkered career'and dates so far 
back that very few in the city remem- 
ber the first show. As near as can be 
ascertained the lirsMshow that was ever 
held in this city took place in 1802 under 
the auspices of the Banners club. The 
fair on that occasion was held on the 
southwest corner of Government and 
Fort .street on which the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce now stands. In 1883 and 
1S64 the show was lipid on Broad 
.street between Port and Brougllton 
streets. A few years previous to rliis 
time Messrs. Pemborton and Pearse had 
opened a market on this site but for 
obvious reasons it did not prove a suc- 
cess and arrangements were made to 
have the show heJd there. It proved a 
great success the farmers from their 
small gardens wetfi out in force and had 
some wry fine exhibits. In ISO.", the 
fair .grounds were., moved to Fort streei 
between Douglas and Blnncbard on the 
property now occupied by the Philnr- 
monic hall. The fair was held near the 
corner of BirtBeake Walk and Superior 
street. 

The shows were held annually at dif- 
ferent locations throughout the city and 
in 1871 in year of Confederation the 
Farmers club was merged into the Pro- 
vincial Agricultural society with Thos. 
iliussell secretary -and the late E. H. 
Jackson of Cedar Hill president. The 
shows were theai continued with regu- 
larity till 1SS4, Olr. Russell tilling the 
position of secretary every year with 
one exception from 1S71 to 1888. When 
Mr, S. Perry Mills occupied the office, 
among the gentlemen who then took j 
a prominent part in the management of 
the show were X)r. Tolmio. John Jessop, 
•George Jay. Sr., J. IK Pemberton. J. I 
iBowkcr all whom are new deceased along | 
■with G. Moss, Sr., and William Dalby. hi 
1881 and 1882 the fair was held at the 
Willows near the same place in which 
the ppesenl buildings are erected but on 



! This week wiii see the Inst days of 
the West side as everything must posi- 
tively go at any price. 
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a much less pretentious scale. In 1SS2 
the fair was made notable by the fact 
that the • Marquis of Lome who was 
then Governor General of Canada per- 
formed the ceremony. This show proved 
a magnificent' success ami a large num- 
ber of outsiders were present. 

Iln connection witli this show ninny 
amusing incidents are told, not the least 
of which was the action of the gate-keep 
in closing the gate before the judges of 
the supreme court hud entered. The 
gatekeeper had received his orders to 
close the gate after His Excellency's 
party and the city aldermen had entered 
and he did so, dospite the protests of 
the judges who were made to enter 
through the regular gate and pay their 
admission fee. 

Another amusing incident occurred 
on a similar occasion when late Mr. Jus- 
tice Xeedham was down to open the ex- 
hibition. Tin- bell ringer marched 
through the streets announcing the fact 
that His Lordship would deliver an ad- 
dress on agriculture and the front por- 
tion of the space was reserved for ladies 
while the gentlemen had to stand behind. 
'His Lordship delivered a very tine ad- 
dress but through a slip of the tongue 
he sent his listeners Hying in all direc- 
tions. In lSS!i the fair grounds were 
moved to a piece of property near 
Beacon Hill, on Heywood avenue. At 
lihis time the directors of the fair en- 
deavored t" secure a portion of Beacon 
Hill, and had everything practically ar- 
ranged when an injunction was secured 
preventing them from erecting the build- 
ing. A large hall was, however, erected 
in a piece of property that had been se- 
cured and the main hall was only torn 
down a few years ago. At this hall 
■many a fine exhibition was held and 
among those who saw the exhibitions of 
those days atid compare them with the 
present, there are some who do not hesi- 
tate to say the ones of the early days 
wore the best, hi describing one of the 
exhibitions one of the directors said the 
exhibits were much larger. There were 
great big cabbages that you could not 
sel your arms around. Von talk about 
pumpkins! You should have seen those 
that were exhibited then. 

Why, it would take two men to lift 
them. They were all grown by white 
men; no Chinamen those days. The 
exhibition was held at this place until 
1890, when it was decided that it would 
not be big enough to hold all the ex- 
hibits of the following year, and It was 
decided to erect a new building at the 
Driving Park. The provincial govern- 
ment granted them the land, and 
Thomas Sorby was called on to fur- 
nish the plans. William Lorlmer se- 
cured the contract, and the present 
building was erected In time for the 
fair of 1891. At this time W. H. Bain- 
bridge was secretary. He was fol- 
lowed by C. E. Renouf, who occupied 
the position until 1895, when he was 
succeeded by A. J. Dallaln, who held 
office for two years. From that time 
until 1901 there was a break, during 
which time no exhibitions were held. 
In 1901, however, the citizens of Vic- 
toria realized that they must be up 
tnd doing, and they determined that 
the society should be reorganized. A 
meeting was held, at which Beaumont 
Boggs was elected secretary and 
Charles Hayward, mayor of Victoria, 
president. The committee made great 
preparations for the fair and His Royal 
Highness the Duke of York performed 
the opening ceremony. It was a glori- 
ous October day when His Royal Hlgh- 
s, with the Duchess of York, ac- 
companied by a distinguished party, 
drove up to the hall. The grounds 
were taxed to their utmost. The 
cene was a very brilliant one. The 
weather was fine for the rest of the 
week, which contributed to making the 
fair a grand 1 success, and the com- 
mittee were elated over their success. 

In the following year Secretary 
Boggs was sent to Winnipeg to get 
pointers at the exhibition in that city, 
and in that year the number of entries 
far exceeded those of the previous 
yenr, necessitating more stalls for the 
horses and cattle. 

The main building required many 
repairs, and on top of the large ex- 
penditure the show was held during a 
week of extremely wet weather. • In 
consequence there was a big deficit. 

In 1903 R. H. Swlnerton was ap- 
pointed secretary, which position ho 



held until- last year. During his 
regime two fairs were held and both 
proved highly successful. When it was 
decided that there should bo no fair tn 
1905, owing to the Dominion fair belng 
held in New Westminster, there were 
many complaints received. 

Now the history has been brought 
down to the fair that will bo held this 
year, with J. E. Smart as secretary, the 
success of which It is as yet Impossible 
to announce, but from present Indica- 
tions it will have far more exhibits 
than any previous fair. 

In connection with the present, fair 
the arrangements are progressing very 
satisfactorily, and nothing Is being left 
undone that will tend to make the 
show a success. 

It has already been stated that a 
large number of entries have been re- 
ceived, but It was largely increased 
yesterday, when entries were received 
from A. T, Maynard, Chilliwack; A. 
F. Halhead, Turgocyse; and Bishop & 
Clarke, Cedar Hill. All three made 
large entries and will be In strong 
competition with those already entered. 
From the number of entries that have 
been received it is expected that more 
stall room will have to be arranged 
for. In sheet) and swine there are 
also many applications for space and 
It Is safe to say that the competition 
in these classes will be very keen. 
The poultry exhibit Is also attracting 
attention and ■will be well filled. 

Workmen are at present repairing 
the stalls and outhouses, and every- 
thing will be in readiness when the 
entries commence to arrive. 

In the main building the committee 
are having a hard time In allotlng 
!|pace. The committee were at the 
building all yesterday afternoon, but 
were unable to complete their task. 
The number of applications that have 
been made for space is as large as ever 
before, and In the majority of cases 
the space asked tor is greater than It 
is possible to supply. 

Owing to the rush of business some 
of the manufacturing firms of the city 
have found It Impossible to get an 
exhibit In readiness, and consequently 
will not be represented, but their place 
is rapidly taken up by those who de- 
sire to show. 

In the district exhibit class only two 
entries have been received — Chilliwack 
and Saanlch. This has been caused 
largely by the fact that the Xew West- 
minster fair, coming after that of the 
local, has given larger prizes, malting 
It more advantageous from their stand- 
point to compete at Xew Westminster. 

Many Improvements are being made 
In the interior of the main hall, and 
decorators have already commenced 
work. 

Tomorrow will be the last day on 
which entries will bo received, and it 
Is expected that all who desire will 
make their entries, otherwise they will 
be. unable to have their exhibits in 
place. 

In the machinery hall there will be 
a good exhibit, many of the local shops 
•having already applied for space. 

As in former years there will be 
several tents of refuge. The Ladies of 
the Maccabees, W. C. T. U„ Woodmen 
■of the World and others will have 
tents; while the dining room will be 
under the management of W. B. Smith, 
iwho Intends to do all he can to make 
it a success. White cooks and waiters 
only will be employed, and meals will 
be served on the European plan, while 
he will also have sandwich stands 
throughout the grounds'. 

While the arrangements are going on 
in the grounds surrounding the build- 
ing, and the building itself, the race- 
track Is not being overlooked, and is 
being put in good shape for the meet. 
According to a well known horseman 
who wns spoken to on the question 
yesterday, the track is in better shape 
now than It has ever been, and with a 
little more work it will be good.

she ran on the rocks on Hinchinbrook 
island nt the entrance to Prince Wil- 
liam Sound, Alaska, at midnight Thurs- 
day. The steamer was trying to tind 
the entrance in the pitch darkness when 
the henrllnnd loomed up and although 
the engines were reversed she struck 
hnrd enough to tenr her bottom oft", i l>e 
vessel struck nt low tide and water 
soon filled the engine room to the sec- 
ond grating. Five- of her crew proceeded 
in an open boat to Valflez for assistance 
nnd two revenue cutters went to nssist 
the passengers.' 'Special despatches from 
'Vnldez slnte - thnt the steamer lies in a 
very .dangerous- -position.- • Slw is com- 
manded 'by Cupr; H. JB. .Smile, and sail- 
ed from Seattle September 8th with 
about fifty passengers and !)00 tons of 
freight. When the news of the wreck 
•was brought to Valdez by Chief Mate 
Kennedy and four sailors after n long 
row of fifty or sixty miles the revenue 
cutters Rush nnd McCullocli were im- 
mediately despatched to the scene of 
the disnster to rescue the passengers 
There was no sea at the time of the 
Wreck but the position is exposed to the 
full force of the swell if the wind 
raises. The wreck is seventy miles from 
Vnldez and thirty-five from Nuchek 
(All the passengers arc safe, but there 
is no chance of saving the vessel. Th 
revenue cutters hnd not reached th 
Wreck when the last telegrams were 
sent from Vnldez. If the cutters reach- 
ed the Oregon before she breaks up 
they will doubtless have no difficulty In 
taking off those on hoard. Should the 
vessel go to pieces, however, before re- 
lief arrives, the passengers will have 
some difficulty in making the shore un- 
der the most: favorable conditions. Cape 
Hinchinbrook is a narrow neck of land 
extending far out into the sea forming 
one side of the entrance of Prince Wil- 
liam sound. It has ever been regarded 
ns a menace to navigation and it was 
but a few months ago that the govern- 
ment made an appropriation of $125,- 
O0O for the erection of a lighthouse 
at the extreme end of thai point. This 
work is now progressing. 

A special from Vnldez says: 'J'he pas- 
sengers and crew of the Oregon took t" ihe 
life boats the morning after the steamer 
struck, and were picked up several hours 
later by the lighthouse tender Columbine, 
which wns surveying those waters for the 
lighthouse on Hinchinbrook Island.

FOR A BETTER WATER SUPPLY. 

Two Propositions at Present Before 
The City Council. 

The city council will again tackle the 
water question On Tuesday evening when 
it is expected that some decision will 
he arrived at. At present (here nre two 
propositions before tho board, one sub- 
mitted by Mayor Morloy and I he other 
presented by the water committee. 

The scheme proposed by His Worship 
is a very elaborate one and provides 
many improvements to the present 
source of supply. A petition lins been 
circulated in connection with this propo- 
sition requesting that n bylaw bo sub- 
mitted to Hie ratepayers lo raise the 
sum of $800,000 for Improvements to 1 
the water works system. Several of the 
aldermen claim that His Worship has 
taken advantage of them by having n 
petition signed before I he hoard had an 
opportunity to consider the question. 
His Worship on the other hand main- 
tains that because ho bus secured n pe- 
tition requesting that his scheme bo pre- 
sented, that il should be considered first. 
The scheme put forward by His Wor- 
ship requires an expenditure of ?."00,(K)0 
while that of the committee requires 
$105,000, tho greater part of which will 
lie Of use no matter what system is 
adopted. Tho following arc the proposi-

Gon. RodrlRuez returned to Havana 
during the night nnd his troops are en- 
camped a short distance outside of tho 
city. The government lost three killed 
and soveral wounded. The insurgent 
loss is unknown. 

A Later Roport 

Havana, Sept. 15.— -The government 
forces have won a victory at a point 
close to Havana. General Rodriguez, 
with 400 rural guardsmen, attacked tho 
rebels under General Del Castillo. Col. 
Asbert and Col. Acoslu, 1000 strong, at 
Wajay, 12 miles south of Havana. 
After a stubborn fight the rebels were 
dispersed. Eight of their number were 
killed and twenty wounded. 

General Rodriguez returned to Ha- 
vana this morning. There Is consid- 
erable speculation as to why the enemy 
was not pursued. 

Another Fight 

Heavy fighting Is reported near 
Elcano. 10 miles southwest of Havana. 
No details have yet been received. 
Horses for Cuba 

Fort Worth, Texas, Sept. 15. — An 
agent of the Cuban government is 
buying horses for cavalry mounts and 
forwarding them at the rate of a car- 
load a day. The horses are of a 
cheap pony type. 

MORE YORK COUNTY CHARGES. 

Further Counts May Bo Registered 
Against Phillips. 

Toronto, Sept. 15. — Judge Winchester 
in his charge to the grand jury today 
for the general sessions, said that there 
might be more than one bill brought in 
against Joseph Phillips, who is alleged 
to have conspired to defraud the share- 
holders and depositors of the York 
County Loan and Saving company. 

His honor referred feelingly to the 
life and work of the late Mr. Widdi- 
field, sheriff of York County for 18 
years, and welcomed Mr. Daville, the 
new sheriff.

CUBAN CONGRESS IN SESSION. 

With Less Than a Quorum, in Special 
Sitting, Funds Are Voted. 

Havana, Sept. 15.— The extra session 
of congress called by President Palma 
completed at one sitting the business 
for which it was summoned, namely, 
the granting to President Palma of 
the fullest powers not already consti- 
tutionally possessed by the executive 
for carrying on the war, including the 
right to appropriate any public lands 
for war purposes, revoking appropria- 
tions voted at the preceding session of 
congress in order to permit the diver- 
sion of the moneys Involved to prose- 
cute the war, and authorizing increase 
of the rural guards to 10,000 and the 
artillery lo 2,000. 

This trebles the former force of 
rural guards and doubles the artillery. 
These, measures, which were combined 
iii one blanket bill, were passed by 
party votes, the Liberals and Inde- 
pendents refraining from voting and 
the Liberal Nationalists voting with 
the Moderates. 

President Palma submitted a brief 
message, principally devoted to de- 
ploring the conduct of the opposition, 
whom lie charged with the responsi- 
bility of causing the rebellion. 

The .message contained no recom- 
mendations beyond suggestions that 
congress approve all recent executive 
decrees and take such steps as may be 
deemed advisable for ending the war. 

When the senate assembled, it Was 
one short of the necessary two-thirds 
for a quorum. After the message and 
blanket bill had boon considered, Sen- 
ator Redo, Liberal, nnd Senator Snn- 
gul'ly, Independent, called attention to 
this, disclaiming any attention of ob- 
structing congress during a grave 
situation, but insisting -that the dis- 
crepancy he made a matter of record. 

Senator Bravo Correoso asserted that 
In an extraordinary session a quorum 
was not necessary, and this view was 
affirmed by a party vote.

40. >voro present — two less than the

An Associated Press correspondent 
who has just returned from the front in 
Pinor Del Bio province, whose he visit- 
ed both the insurgent and government 
troops reports that almost all that re 
gion sympathizes with the rebels, but 
not to tho extent of handing over the 



dns of government to them. Tho almost 
general consensus of opinion through- 
out tho province is for American inter- 
vention. The same sentiment prevails 
among the rank and file of the govern- 
ment troops. 

Some of President Talma's political 
friends, while they are chary about be- 
ing quoted, go to the extent of regard- 
ing President Roosevelt's letter and the 
coming of Secretaries Tuft and Bacon 
as an 'indication that Cuban sovereignty 
already is practically at end.

Man Arrested for Influencing Timid 
Depositors. 

Sail Francisco, Kept. 15.— The run of 
timid depositors on tho Hibernia bank 
has not yet ended, quite a number being 
in line this forenoon. All are being 
promptly paid in full, tho bank hav- 
ing millions of dollars available for im- 
mediate use. The stnte hank commis- 
sioners having reported that the insti- 
tution is absolutely sound, the run, 
which has not assumed large propor- 
tions, is expected soon to cease. 

John Carter wns arrested today in 
front of the Hibernia hank, where he 
whs exo'ting 'he timid depositors who 
tire continuing the run on thnt bank. 
Carter was urging the elderly women in 
the throng to dispose of their bank 
books lo him, declaring that the fail- 
ure of the bank was imminent. Tho ar- 
rest wns made by Joseph S. Tobin, at- 
torney for the bank.

IRISH POTATO CROP FAILURE. 

A Boyle correspondent telegraphs 
that he passed yesterday through cer- 
tain congested areas in counties .Mayo 
and Sligo and Roscommon, witnessing 
considerable sufflering on route, the po- 
tato crop, on which the peasantry rely 
mainly for their support, being a total 
failure. Within the past ten days blight 
has affected the stalks, and the tubers 
nre now rotting in the ground. The in- 
cessant rains of the past: few weeks- 
have also contributed to the destruction 
of the crop, and the prospects of farm- 
ers are pronounced to be very gloomy. 
Moreover, on account of the severe wea- 
ther, it has been found impossible to 
save the meadows and turf.. The public 
bodies of the several counties are about 
to appeal to the government to start 
relief works to enable the people to tide 
over the coming winter.

FINANCIAL READJUSTMENT. 

Government of Equador Enters Into a 
Deal for Simplifying Its Dobt. 

Guayaquil, Ecuador, Sept. 15, — Tho 
government of Ecuador has signed an 
undertaking for a loan of $27,000,000, 
payable in bonds in fifty years, with in- 
terest at 5 per cent, with the French 
finance corporation of America, (Paris 
and New York.) The agreement con- 
tains a provision for the reduction of 
the loan by a sinking fund. The cor- 
poration undertakes lo cancel tho in- 
debtedness of the government to the 
Banks of Guayaquil, which amounts to 
S.'i,(XK),(X)0 gold, to redeem i lie railroad 
bonds and to pay for the construction 
of tho Inaracuenca nnd Manabio rail- 
roads. The undertaking must; be ap- 
proved by the board of directors of the 
corporation and the congress of IOcundoj- 
Congress will meet October nth.

Ottawa, Out., Sept. 15, — The victory 
of the Capitals over the Shamrocks by 
5 to 1, and of Die Nationals over Mont- 
real by o to 2, letvves tho lacrosse cham- 
pionship between the Capitals nnd the 
TecUtnseli, The deciding contest lakes 
place in Toronto nett Saturday.

Oyster Bay, N. Y.. Sept. 15.— Pres- 
ident Roosevelt placed himself on rec- 
ord today as an enthusiastic supporter 
of nmnteur sports. He also took occa- 
sion to weld a new Jink of friendship be- 
tween the United States and Germany. 
Ho did this by making the official pre- 
sentation of tho Roosevelt cup to the 
American Yacht Club, tho trophy which 
was won by the yucht Vim, of thnt 
club, during the recent international 
races off Marblchead, Mnss., in which 
several German boats competed unsuc- 
cessfully. The presentation was made 
on board the president's flagship, tho 
Mayllo'wer, anchored in the entrance to 
Oyster Bny. In presenting tho trophy 
the president said that he wishes to 
give bis hearty Indorsement to amateur 
sports of all kinds. Otherwise, he ro^ 
marked, he would not bo participating 
in the function and tho trophy would 
not benr his name. 

The president next commended the 
sportsmanship of the Germans. They 
had, he said, demonstrated that they 
could withstand tho supreme test of 
sportsmen; they could lose gracefully. 
While the president congratulated the 
winning club most heartily, he said there 
was n note of regret in his indorsement 
because the Germans had lost. How- 
ever, lie felt great satisfaction that the 
yachts which had come across the ocean 
for the rnco bad been "in the winnings" 
(referring to the one race won by a Ger- 
man yacht.) 

Speaking more seriously, the president 
said there was a side to the races just 
run and to the function taking place, 
which meant far more to the Grman 
and American nations than the winning 
of the cup; that in the sportsmanship 
of the two nations was being developed 
a fraternal feeling which was most de- 
sirable for the welfare of both countries.

This was responded 
to Inter by Copt. Hibbinghaus, one of 
the German representatives in n toast 
to the president of the United States. 
In proposing the toast the German cap- 
tain took occasion to voice the cordial 
feeling which he said his fellow yachts- 
men felt for American amateur yachts- 
men, lie said it had been a pleasure to 
lose if that was to be their fate, lo so 
fair representatives of the sport. He 
commented on the fact that every pos- 
sible advantage had been given the 
strangers in those waters. 

The toast concluded with three rous- 
ing cheers for the speaker.

Miss Day had 
gone down wilh the rest and upon noth- 
ing being seen of her for hours after- 
wards it was reported she had met 
death with the others, hut when the, 
mud scow hud hem> towed nearly to Ha 
destination and the deck hands adjusted 
the' dumping apparatus nl the bottom 1 , 
they were startled almost out of their 
senses to find a handsomely dressed 
young woman in one of the pockets. By 
one of those miracles which seem to 
guard some lives, Miss Day had been 
literally scooped out of the water by the 
dumping machinery which had been left 
open nl'te.' the scow had discharged its 
lost; load at sea. iMjss liny was just 
regaining consciousness, when found and 
had begun to call for help. She had 
been stunned into unconsciousness 
when the collision occurred nnd had been 
engulfed by the waters .and given up 
for lost.

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HE recital to be given by Mr. 
Benedict Bantly at tho Victoria 
Theatre on Tuesday evening 
next, Is the sole attraction promised for 
this week. Although there Is rather 
more truth than poetry usually In the 
adage of the unhonored prophet at 
homo, In Mr. Bantly's case there are 
not lacking unmistakable signs that 
Victorians do appreciate the fact that 
this young artist has brought high 
credit to the reputation "f his native 
city, and much curiosity Is manifested 
as to bis accomslishments as a. matur- 
ed virtuoso. Few artists display the 
versatility that Mr. Bantly has evi- 
denced even thus early in his artistic 
career. Victorians first remember him 
as a brilliant and sympathetic boy 
violinist, a favorite pupil of the erratic 
but talented F Victor Austin, who first 
predicted for Dim an Illustrious future 
as an instrumentalist.

There 
he took not only the prescribed three 
years' course, hut what might be term- 
ed a post graduate year In which ho 
signally distinguished himself as a 
concert performer — appearing as solo 
pianist with the consrrvatory orches- 
tra led by Professor Hans Stitt. His 
studies had included his lirst love, the 
Iviolln, under Arno Iliir, formerly of the 
I Moscow Conservatory; the piano, un- 
I dor Josef Pcmbaur; theoretical music 
under Professor Gustav Schrek; and 
Instrumentation and free composition 
under Holnrlch Zoellner. His versatil- 
ity is further evidenced In the fact that 
he appeared in Germany as soloist not 
onlj upon the piano, but also the violin, 
playing most acceptably with the or- 
chestra of Professor Nlklsch, formerly 
conductor of the famous Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, and now directing 
what is regarded as tlie finest orches- 
tra in Germany.

■ The Broncho is King of the Track. 

The Broncho and Sweet Marie, the 
latter a California mare are the sensa- 
tions of the harness turf this year. The 
Broncho, which was bred and raised in 
Illinois, was sold recently to Messrs. 
Roehan and Doble of "Winnipeg, Man., 
for SI 0,000. 

The Broncho has been the star of the 
pacing division since July 4, when 
she defeated Baron Brattan at Blberty- 
ville. Since then she has had an un- 
broken string of victories. Her best 
mile was in 2:00%. This has been pro- 
nounced the greatest mile ever paced, 
as conditions i>f track and weatber 
were against her. It needs only a fa- 
vorable day, according to the experts, 
for the undersized mare to enter the 
magic list of those which have paced 
inside two minutes. 

On August 2 the diminutive mare 
established several records. The time 



for her three heats was 2:03, 2:031*, 
and 2: 02-")i , which is a new world's pac- 
ing record for threo consecutive . heats 
(held by Star Pointer since lSflG), the 
fastest three-heat race, while the time 
for the first and final heats is a now 
I'ace record for' a, pacing mare. 

Tho Broncho was bred by 11. 15. 
Adams of Dixon, 111., and was foaled 
in 1807. She is by StormcUrt (2:13%), 
he by Wycllff and he by George WiL.es. 
Her dam, Luxford, was by Autocrat Jr. 
She stands only 14.3 hands high. This 
is her third season on the turf. When 
she was turned over to Trnlner Charley 
Dean her mark was 2:15)4. 

The name The Bronco, wns given 
her because site was difficult to break 
and cut up badly at all times. 

It is true that Dan Patch recently 
paced a mile in 1:56, breaking the pre-

Hogan 
was carrying the ball in to the defence 
and when near the nets was checked 
by Billy Fngan. Hogan was going 
pretty fast at the time and as Pagan 
tried to stop him, the end of his stick 
caught Tom on the left eye, splitting 
the lid for an inch.

Brltt a purse of $25,000 to fight before 
the National Athletic Club in San 
Diego. Billy Roche, Manager." 

"To Jimmy Brltt, San Francisco: Na- 
tional Athletic Club of San Dlego will 
give a purse of $25,000 for a fight be- 
tween you and Joe Gans. 

"Billy Roche. Manager." 

Roche, when seen, said tho offer for 
the match was a bona fld° one. If 
there is any chance of getting Gans 
and Brltt together the National Ath- 
letic Club will make a determined ef- 
fort, to do so. 

"The total amount offered is ready to 
be deposited in a national bank If 
necessary," said Roche. : "The mqney 
can be put. up at any tiny; Gans and 
Brltt come together and sign tho, ar- 
ticles of agreemnt. The club means 
business In this matter. So long as we 
have tiie necessary money to handle 
the match we intend to .get it for San 
Dlego if wc can." 

If the National Athletic Club suc- 
ceeds in getting the match it will be 
necessary to erect a new pavilion in 
order to accommodate the big crowd 
that would undoubtedly come. 

Longest Fights in History. 

While the Cans-Nelson fight was a 
long one, it had yet many rounds to 
go before reaching the records of sev- 
eral longer battles, the most notable 
among them being the famous contest 
In Cheshire, England, when Jack Jones 
beat Patsy Ttinney in 276 rounds. 

The longest bare knuckle fight re- I 
corded in England occurred In 1849, 
between Mike Madden and Bill Hayes, | 
lasting six hours and three mlnuts. 

America's longest bare knuckle light, j 
four hours and twenty minutes, was 
fought between J. Fitzpatrick and 
James O'Neill at Berwick, Me., 1SC0. 

The longest bare knuckle fight on 
record took place in Australia, near 
Melbourne, in 1855, when James Kelly 
and Jonathan Smith fought six hours 
and fifteen minutes. 

A. Bowen and J. Burke drew at New 
Orleans in 1893, after fighting seven 
hours and nineteen minutes, fioing 110 
rounds. 

Jefferles' longest fight was 25 rounds 
when he Won from Sharkey In 1899. He 
knocked out Corbctl In 23 rounds In 
1900. 

Fltzsimmons' longest fight was 20 
rounds against George Gardner In 1900. 

Corbet t's longest fight was that 
against Jefferles, 2.'! rounds. 

John L. Sullivan drew with Charley 
Mitchell In 39 rounds at Chantilly, | 
France, in 1S89, and won from Jake 



Kilrain In 1889, after 75 rounds. 

Probably the longest fight in the 
Middle West occurred In 1885 up on 
Harsen's Islands, when Sam Blttle was 
defeated by Harry Gllmore In over 80 
rounds, with bare knuckles. Sam now 
is the bonlface of a well known De- 
troit resort. 

Nogroes Have a Cinch Game. 

An Eastern exchange says: There is 
a world of woe, but not much money 
among the Greeks of the Pittsburg col- 
ony today, and the police report many 
small clashes between Greeks and col- 
ored people, whose colony adjoins that 
of the Greeks In the hill district. 

The Greeks assrt that they have 
been the victims of a curious case of 
double-crossing; that the colored gam- 
blers of the hill district took advantage 
of their Ignorance and got them to 
plump heavily on the Nelson-Gans 
fight. 

The report is that some of the wide- 
awake colored men on the hill circu- 
lated the report among the Greeks thnt 
Battling Nelson was a Greek. Without 
looking up the pedigree of Nelson, the 
Greeks, most of whom have become 
quite thrifty, said they had never seen 
a Greek who could not whip twice his 
weight in negroes. Then the betting 
began. 

The colored gamblers were game, 
and there are not less than a dozen 
Greek shoe shine artists who are with- 
out their stands, having lost them to 
tho wily negroes. 

Rise of the Goldfiold Athletic Club. 

The history of the rise und progress 
of the Goldfield Athletic club, the or- 
ganization which hung up the biggest 
money purse ever guaranteed to two 
prize lighters, is so unique that It oc- 
cupies a niche all by itself in tlghtdom's 
hall of fame. From its Inception the 
club was organized more by accident 
than anything else. Tex Rlckard has 
been looked on 'as the leader of the 
sporting fraternity of the camp since 
tho days of the "Rag City." The local 
sports decided some six weeks ago that 
it would be a good idea to have a prize 
fight on Labor day and Rlckard was 
asked to see what he could do toward 
bringing a couple of good men together 
for that day. 

Rlckard started out to land a couple 
of ordinary boxers, but while he began 
on small fry, he ended with the biggest 
card the ring affords today — the world's 
lightweight championship contest. 
Rlckard sent out a few wires to va- 
rious •fighters throughout the country 
and received replies. Suddenly it came 
to Tex that he might try for Nelson, 
who was at that time in Salt Lake. Ac- 
cordingly Rlckard wired Nolan offorlng 
him at $20,000 purse for the Cans-Nel- 
son match. This offer he made on his 
own accord, knowing that he had the 
backing of the Goldfield sports if the 
match was secured. Nolan wired back 
asking for a $30,000 purse. 

As soon as this wire was received, 
Rlckard set about to raise the money. 
He went to some of (he leading brokers 
oC the camp at first and found that 
they were all ready to support the 
scheme. After, considering the matter, 
the originators of.. the scheme decided 
that the best way to do the matter 
would be to form a co-operative club 
and havo each man take as much 
stock lis ho wanted. Shares were 
placed at $5 each. Rlckard started 
down the street to visit the prominent 
business men of the camp, and he now 
raised the now famous $K2,000 in fifty- 
two minutes, Nolan was wired that a 
$30,000 purse would be given. Gans 
was also notified, and both men arrived 
in due time and signed the articles. 
This is how the Goldfield Athletic club, 
the most-talked-of organization of Its 
kind In the world today, had its start. 
It is the intention of the club mem- 
bers to form a permanent organiza- 
tion and from now on hold carnivals 
of sport of all kinds at certain inter- 
vals. > 

The club has a membership of 2S, 
the majority of the men belonging, 
however, having signed the names of 
tho firms with which they are connect- 
ed. On this account the club is ac- 
tually made up for the most part of 
business firms of the camp, but the 
actual membership of the club is con- 
sidered to consist of the men who stand 
at the heads of the firms signing the 
subscription list for stock In the club.

Have Adopted the English Rugby. 

Since the visit of the New Zealand 
football team to California last year, 
.English Rugby has taken a strong hold 
and Is now being adopted by the vari- 
ous colleges in place of the American 
game. A despatch from Berkeley, at 
which place is located the celebrated 
University of California, says: The 
undergraduates at the University of 
California have taken hold of the new 
form of intercollegiate football Intro- 
duced for the big game between Stan- 
ford and California this year, and all 
Indications point to a successful season 
of Rugby. When the college opened 
for the fall "term three weeks ago, 
indications pointed to a rather dark 
outlook. However, this week the out- 
look for the California team is much 
brighter. 

In handling tho large squad of aspir- 
ants for positions on the team Coach 
Taylor and Trainer - Walter Christie 
have been considrably handicapped by 
the lack of a suitable field, out of sheer 
necessity, was pressed Into service but 
was found unsuitable for a practice 
gridiron. The new football field in the 
Hlllegass Tract, recently completed at 
a cost of $25,000, is too narrow, and 
gangs of workmen have been employed 
in widening the field and making it 
suitable for the new game. The re- 
modelling of the new field means an 
outlay of $S,000, but the associated stu- 
dents are confident of the success of 
the new game as a college sport and 
have already concluded negotiations 
for the work of remodelling the Held. 

Although Rugby is not fully under- 
stood by tho student body at the Uni- 
versity, the men on the squad are rap- 
Idly getting a knowledge of the new 
game. In order to better acquaint 
the undergraduates at large with the 
style of play to be used this fall, and 
at the same time insure a sufficient 
number of practice games to bring the 
men into the pink of condition, Dr. 
Taylor has arranged a series of inter- 
class matches to be played between the 
class teams for a permanent champion- 
ship cup. E. K. Wolf, general manager 
of Spalding & Co.'s stores on the 
Coast, has made this last feature pos- 
sible by donating a championship cup 
which, It Is planned, will be perpetual. 
The winning class at each year's series 
w ill have its numerals Inscribed on the 
cup and in this manner It Is expected 
that the rivalry between tiie classes 
for supremacy will be stimulated.

It has been officially announced by 
Colonel Edwards of the students' ex- 
ecutive committee of the University of 
Chicago, that within the next two years 
an attempt will be made to send to the 



their Eastern brothers, 
knowledge of the enormous benefit 
that will accrue to the university and 
to the whole state from the enterprise 
in question is an added stimulus to 
the college spirit and patriotism of our 
rowing men. 

The lifting of the grand challenge 
cup, which Leander will probably win 
back from the Belgians next year, 
would he a famous coup. In fact, It 
would bring the best of England's 
crews, composed as they generally are 
of England's best men and the very 
flower of her rowing skill, to this end 
of the world to regain the precious 
trophy. As a means of drawing favor- 
able attention to the university, and 
to the state, such an achievement 
could not be easily surpassed. 

To all those who are Ignorant of the 
facts of the case, or prejudiced against 
them, this little dream of conquest 
may seem to smack of the "gin flask" 
or the "opium pipe. It behooves 
us to show, therefore, that our hopes 
have a very firm basis. 

And now what promise have our 
college boys given of surpassing, or 
even equaling the achievements of 
other American and English crews? 
The facts are, that they have already- 
given much promise, and that this 
year's signs point to more. Though 
there seems to be more vagueness than 
definite Information regarding the re- 
cent exploits of the Stanford-Portland 
combination in the Northwest, their 
showing at the last national regatta 
at Worcester, Mass., should certainly 
be encouraging to Stanford. Their 
best times did not approach the 8:14 
record for a mile and a half, made by 
California's varsity under slow condi- 
tions, nor the still better practice 
marks of the Blue and Gold's 1906 four, 
but they Indicate the Cardinal's ability 
to develop fast crews. Records on the 
water, however, are valuable only as 
evidence of the superiority of the 
crews that make them under the worst 
conditions. And this the Blue and Gold 
crews have consistently furnished in 
the last two years. 

It Is not generally known that the 
California 1905 varsity four which won 
the real— not the paper — championship 
of the Coast by defeating all competi- 
tors and beating by twenty-five seo- 
onds the Coast record for a mile and 
a half, as well as the world's best 
mark for two miles for a coxswained 
four, were Inferior to our 1906 aggre- 
gation in skill, beef and brawn. Un- 
der ordinary conditions, slower than 
generally obtain on the practice courses 
of Eastern crews, this four could row 
the mile, with a coxswain, in 5:06 or 
better, and the two miles in 10:30 or 
better— that is, twenty-three seconds 
faster than the best Harvard-Yale 
four-oared record. 

The English fours, as well as those 
that compete on the Hudson and in all 
other regattas except the Harvard- 
Yale, are coxswainless. Courtney has 
estimated that they are thirty seconds 
faster under equal conditions, In two 
miles, thnn the coxswained boat. But 
the 8:14 record made by the California 
1905 varsity four at Portland in an 
English-rigged boat and under very 
unfavorable conditions of wind and 
physical trim is nineteen seconds better 
than the rate of the best four-oared 
time of the English Henley course of 
one mile 550 yards, which time was 
made with wind and stream. From all 
this we may deduce a reasonable hope 
of success, under fair circumstances, 
on any water in the world. 

For many years I have believed and 
said that a good American crew, row- 
ing a logical stroke, can defeat the best 
that England can muster. And this Is 
so even should the Englishmen cease 
to subordinate leg-drive to swing— as 
Caspar Whitney Informs us they are 
now doing. The chief reason why 
Americans have not won more honors 
on English waters is that we have 
never yet used a logical method against 
the Britishers. In the East Cornell's 
present style Is nearer perfection than 
the English system. But the Courtney 
stroke that lost for Cornell at the 
English Henley In 1895 Is very different 
from the Courtney stroke of today, 
whatever he may say to the contrary.

But though hisynethods have achiev- 
ed wonders It has not been proved con- 
clusively that they are perfect. So, too, 
in the two other principal r-owlng -uni- 
versities, Harvard and Yale, faster sys- 
tems than lias hitherto obtained, have 
been slowly evolved while iDngland has 
complacently conserved the 'event tenor 
of her way with not one improvement 
in what she proudly termsj her "clas- 
sic."

Jim O'Rourke, senior and Jim, junior, 
or "Sonny Jim," are the only father 
and son who ever played professional 
baseball together. For three years 
they have been regular members the 
whole season through on the Bridge- 
port nine of the Connecticut League, 
tho veteran Jim playing catcher and 
"Sonny Jim" 1 second and third base. 
There is every indication they will be 
found in the same position for many 
years to come, although the father is 
said to be 55 years old. He is one of 
the most wonderful athletes in the 
world.

There is no more 
picturesque character in the baseball 
world. Veteran Jim O'Rourke played 
with Troy, Buffalo , and for more than 
a decade with the New York Na- 
tional Leaguers.

Both 
father and son are graduates of the 
Yale Law School atid are practicing 
lawyers. Jim O'Rourke senior Is es- 
timated to be worth $75,000. He is 
secretary and founder of the Connecti- 
cut League and Is prominent in 
Bridgeport politics.

The day 
has been marked by the passing of ninny n 
bullock wagon, carrying all tile parapher- 
nalia of a camp, syces leadliv,' horses of all 
classes -the 15-linnd Arab, the water from 
Australia, the Indian country bred. The 
weazened up old villager knows thnt the 
season has come round again when the 
sahibs visit Ilia country In pursuit of the 
soor (pig). As the sun goes down there Is 
a Jingle, jingle, and fl string or coitus, the 
light cart of the country, go past carry- 
ing the bearers and light kit, followed half 
an hour later by the sabllw themselves, 
some riding, some In pony traps, all laugh- 
ing and talking, eager at Hie prospect of 
what I he morrow may bring forth. The 
old man merely changes the cross of his 
legs and takes another pull at his bubble 
bubble. 

We see 11 group of fiiihlbs sit I lug around 

a campflre. in the background a row of 

tents* pitched under a grove of trees, stand 
out -white in the brilliant moonlight. The

oldest member of the party Is holding 
forth In words that have lost none of their 
color by a year's keening. The new hands 
sit open-mouthed, taking In the tales be- 
ing bold of hnlrbrendth escaped and flic 
savage nature of the nitghty boar. 

1 night wears on apace, and it 
Is lime to turn In; after a walk around the 
horses to see that all Is secure, one by one

The street car strike at San Fran- 
cisco came to an end last week when 
the strike committee of the unions in- 
volved olYielully declared the strike 
off.

The 
calling off of the strike followed the 
action of the various unions voting to 
return to work and arbitrate after- 
wards, the only way In which Presi- 
dent Calhoun declared he would treat 
with former employees. Trouble still 
exists, however, because of - the com- 
panies trying to enforce the "open 
shop." 

Labor Commissioner Sherman, in 
the quarterly bulletin of the .New York 
state department of labor, calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the figures show 
thai during the first three months of 
this year the average wages of wage 
earners were ,$3, as compared with 
$2.85 during the same period last year, 
and were much higher than the aver- 
age wages usually earned. 

Robert Chickling, the popular secre-

On Monday, 17t*l Inst., the annual 
convention of the United Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners will take 
place at Niagara Falls. 

Japanese barbers In California are 
working for about $5 per week, and 
are rapidly driving the white barbers 
out of business.

. The United Cloth Hat and Cap Mak- 
ers of America have placed a per cap- 
ita tax on its members of 10c. per year 
to support the tuberculosis sanitarium 
conducted by that organization at 
Denver, Col., for the benefit of its 
members. 

The International Association of 
Photo Engravers at their annual con- 
vention held in Detroit, rescinded the 
open shop resolution passed at their 
last convention in Buffalo, and adopt- 
ed a substitute declaring that they will 
he absolutely neutral in relations with 
labor. 

At the last meeting of the Trades 
and Labor Council a letter wns re- 
ceived from the Victoria Phoenix 
Brewing Company, stating that they 
had no objections to the formation of 
a Brewery Workers' Union, and ex- 
pressing their best wishes for its suc- 
cess. 

George Wise ami Frank Jeeves pre- 
sented their credentials and took their 
seats at the Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil as delegates from Union N'o. S'2, 
international Brotherhood of Black- 
smiths Leigh Xetherby took his seat at 
the same time as delegate from Vic- 
toria Typographical Union. 

The 425 employees of the California 
Sash and Door Works, In Oakland, 
went on strike recently. They were all 
non-union men. They drew up a pe- 
tition addressed to the management, 
requesting that the working hours be 
cut from ten hours to eight per day. 
The manager was not on hand when 
the petition was presented, and the 
works were shut down. 



Through the efforts of W. B. Vana, 
business agent of the Laundry "Work- 
ers in Los Angeles, J. E. Reid, presi- 
dent and manager of the Drivers' Inde- 
pendent Laundry, was convicted of 
working a fifteen-year-old girl more 
hours than the laws of the state al- 
lowed. The Drivers' Independent 
Laundry is a non-union Institution. 

The Bricklayers' Union No. IS, of 
Cincinnati, notified the Board of Pub- 
lic Service recently that Its scale of 
wages for next year would be 62% 
cents per hour and double for overtime. 

After a lengthy discussion the Win- 
nipeg Trades and Labor Council, at 
their last meeting, decided upon send- 
ing three delegates to the convention 
of the Trades and Labor Congress here. 
The elected delegates arc: Mr. .1, F. 
Orasslck, Mr. L. J. Walker, and Mr. 
W. H. Hammond. Mr. Grasslck and 
Mr. Walker were the delegates to the 
Toronto convention of last year. 

J. H. Walsh, organizer of the Indus- 
trial workers of the World, arrived In 
the city last week from Seattle. The 
organization mentioned is of Social- 
istic tendency, the mining branch be- 
ing the Western Federation of Miners. 
Mr. Walsh stated that the Industrial 
Workers differed from trades unions 
In not being divided into crafts. 
Though there are different depart- 
ments, with locals for each trade for 
facilitation of business, to quote Mr. 
Wnlsh: "The Injury of one is the In- 
Jury of all — one union, one label, one 
enemy." Political' discussion Is allow- 
ed at meetings of the organization, and 
It la stated a branch already exists In 
this city. Mr. Walsh expects to organ- 
ize locals here, directing his attention 
first to the cooks and waiters. After 



The strike of the Lithographers' in- 
ternational Protective and Beneficial 
Association for a shorter workday, 
says the National Lithographer, is on. 
Just how long il will continue, and 
what the outcome will be, we have no 
means of knowing, and do not care, at 
this time, to make a prediction. The 
cause of the strike is too well known 
to every lithographer In the country — 
employer and employee — to call for 
any explanation. The fire had been 
smouldering for some time, and it 
broke into flame on August 1, when a 
committee from the union met a com- 
mittee from the Employing Litho- 
graphers' League. At this eeting the 
fire was fanned until a conflagration 
was started that lias spread into every 
large city in the United States and 
Canada. 

The resolution calling for an eight- 
hour day, which was discussed at To- 
ronto by the Garment Workers' con 
vention, was amended before adoption 
to cover not only the overall and shirt 
industry, but the entire garment- work- 
ing trade. It was not, however, made 
compulsory at any particular date, the 
Incoming executive -hoard being in- 
structed to do their utmost to pro- 
mote the adoption of ,the eight-hour 
day to the best of their ability as soon 
as possib'e. This obviates the danger 
of a genci-al disorganization of work 
by a widespread strike, as the sanction 
of the executive will first have to be 
obtained, and that will not be granted 
where in the committee's judgment it 
will not be advisable in any particular 
locality. 

Pensions for everybody at the age of 
60 was one of the proposals adopted 
by the Trades Union Congress at Liv- 
erpool, Eng., last week. The advocates 
of the resolution contended that money 
for pensions could easily be raised from 
among the wealthy by taxing land val- 
ues. A resolution in favor of arbi- 
tration, coupled with an emphatlr pro- 
test against the Increase of armament 
or insidious attempts to introduce con- 
scription in Great Britain was also 
carried. The congress also Instructed 
the labor members of parliament to 
Insist on trades union rates of wages 
belhg inserted In all government con- 
tracts and the establishment of a na- 
tional minimum wage to protect the 
working people against the evil of 
"sweating." 

The New York Press, comment- 
ing on the recent decision of the Ju- 
dicial Committee of the Prlw Council 
on the Alien Labor Law. says that "if 
Canada Is wise she will be very careful 
how she exercises her power." We 
hope that Canada will always be care- 
ful in the exercise of any of her pow- 
ers, but she will not be deterred from 
asserting her right of self-government 
by the thinly- veiled threat of the New 
York Press. It is about time tho Unit- 
ed States had outgrown the buliyln- 
stage In its history.

The hnrasslng uncertainty can be dis- 
pelled in u few minutes' conversation 
with the poor man's luwyer, and he can 
show them the best way out of their dif- 
ficulties'.- His legal knowledge is not 
his only uaset; his knowledge of the. 
world, his acquaintance. with a liigh 
moral standard and his sympathy are 
.equnlly invaluable. 

The different centres have their own 
methods varying with the idiosyncra- 
sies of the individual lawyer, and to 
some extent their particular kind of 
client. Sometimes a chance notice in n 
newspaper or a friend's suggestion will 
bring ,i client from miles away, but 
each centre is chielly used by those in 
Hie neighborhood, The experience of the 
Toynbee Hall centre is unusually pecu- 
liar for Whitechnpel is the chief home 
of the Yiddish-speaking part of I hn pop- 
ulation; more tlmn three-fourths of the 
clients are Jews of English, Russian 
and Polish nationalities, and the lawyer 
is at times quite unable to proceed with- 
out intervention of an interpreter. The 
Jews seem to pick up the English lan- 
guage very quickly, hut newly import- 
ed immigrants and transmigrants are 
particularly likely to need the services 
of a lawyer ami these can generally 
speak hardly a word of Euglnsh. So the 
East London Tenants and General Legal 
Protection committee chiefly assists the 
poorer aliens. 

Its aim is to right a wrong, rather 
than to [itit money in the pocket of a 
client. Its procedure is as follows: The 
clients are first interviewed by a lay- 
man, well known in the neighborhood, 
and himself a Jew. He is able to dis- 
pose alone of the majority of cases. His 
legal knowledge is sufficient for tht 
more ordinary difficulties, as often a 
word of advice is all Unit is wanted. 
More difficult cases he drafts into a 
waiting-room, giving out numbered lid; 

and these come in turn I 
solicitor, who is in nttondanci 
goes carefully into each case. 

Most of the cases referred !i 
of an ordinary description — some land- 
lord has been levying an illegal dis- 
tress, some husband ill-t reeling his wife 
some employer refusing wages to his 
workman, an omnibus upsets a burrow 
and the wares are damaged, a child 
has been run over, a friendly society 
or insurance company refuses payment, 
petty leases, and partnership agree- 
ments have been broken. 

The committee is only too glad to 
be able ;o avoid litigation if It can 
effect some satisfactory compromise, 
It can act Independently, as Its ser- 
vices are given gratis, and occasional 
ly, when both parlies set their views 
before It, can act more as arbitrator 
than as attorney. But the best guar- 
antee for a peaceful solution is the 
knowledge of its power and will to 
enforce its views, and the committee 
does not take up a case, however de- 
serving, that il is not prepared to 
tight in court. 

It raises annually a small fund to 
pay Its own litigious solicitor for his 
professional services and his disburse- 
ments In court fees, etc. He is quite 
distinct from the consulting solicitor, 
who presides at the committee's ses- 
sions. The former is a solicitor of 
the neighborhood, who merely con- 
ducts such cases as are referred to 
him on the advice of the latter. The 
possession of a war chest Is peculiar 
to the Toynbee centre. The leading 
case of Davis and Harris, which de- 
cides thai the bedstead, no less than 
the bedding, proper, Is exempt from 
distress! is the chief outward sign of 
its existence. 

The most curious and romantic cases 
are unfortunately as a rule the least 
hopeful from a legal point of view, 
though even here good advice may 
bring the blessing of resignation. It 
is something gained to lay the ghost 
of a family tradition relating to a 
lost Inheritance with a statute of limi- 
tation. Perhaps a widow will come 
seeking land that wns in the family 
generations ago. or a family conclave 
attends en masse with a claim to a 
deceased Dutch merchant's fortune that 
even the offer of 10 per cent, commis- 
sion elsewhere had failed to recover. 

These are more exceptional cases. 
The proceedings before the consulting 
solicitor are full of interest, too, for 
the student of men and maimers. 
There are tales relating to the Feast 
Purlm or the Feast of Tabernacle:-, 
the Inner histories of the pickled her- 
ring and other trades, Jewish he- 
throthal documents, Russian promis- 
sory notes, stories of tenement ameni- 
ties, and the life of t lie workshop, 
court and street, while the humble 
penny stamp, vainly endeavoring to 
cover sins of omission under the Stamp 
act, and posing as an agreement stamp 
or deed stamp, Is eloquent of the gen- 
eral diffusion of undigested law. Oc- 
casionally, too, there comes a client 
hinting that he would be obliged if lie 
could hear of the best approved legal 
way to defeat creditors. The exhorta- 
tion to be holies! that ho gets Is dis- 
appointing to him. There would be 
less need of the poor man's lawyer If 
the law were kinder to tin poor man. 



Lumberhig in British Columbia 

By Frank Scudamore in The Crown, (London). 



How many arc there among us, amy 
be asked, who ever devote a second 
to the question of the provenutice of the 
vast supplies of timber tlint are yearly 
employed in an Infinity of capacities 
throughout these islands? We need in 
our daily life baulks, beams, planks, 
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The poor man's lawyer is an Institu- 
tion tlint has come to stay. There are 
some twenty centres in London alone 
where legal advice is dispensed without 
fee or reward. Bighleen of (hese centres 
are affiliated wilh the Poor Man's Law- 
yers association. Some of tho larger 
towns in the provinces, such as Man- 
chester, _ Sheffield and Bristol also pos- 
sess their poor man's lawyers. Scotland, 
too, has felt thai its vaunted superior- 
ity in the realms of law was incom- 
plete without them. In Edinburgh, the 
Canongnte institution has its "legal dis- 
pensary." The tille might well be Uni- 
versally adopted. It does nol grnte upon 
the susceptible, ami it signifies the chal- 
lenge of the lawyer to rank beside the 
doctor. There are mental troubles that 
yield more readily to the advice of the 
lawyer than to the exhortations of the 
parson, and it is to he such a healer of 
minds that the poor man's lawyer as- 
pires. He sifs in the evening of some 
particular day in the week, and those 
who shun the publicity and rapidity thai 
attend the advice given in the police 
courts, or hnve no lime to go there, innv 
come to him and tell him' the whole of 
their story in quietness. 

The poor have their legal troubles no 
less than tho rich mid the bitterness of 
them is magnified by a sense of impo- 
tence and oppression. They cannot fight 
against the oppressor; they do not even 
know what their rights are nor wheth- 
er the law has any remedy for them. 
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The line used is I'nrlllc Standard, for 
the 120th meridian west, it is counted 
from Q to 24 hours, from midnight to mid- 
night.

shingles, spar3, telegraph poles, furni- 
ture, wallpaper, daily journals, and 
thousands of other necessary objects, 
from those mighty scaffoldings of the 
modern architect, " to a Inciter match — 
or from a barrel to a button. At no mo- 
ment of our waking hours lire we. ever 
out of actual touch with wood in sonic 
shape or form, and yet not one of us in 
many thousands ever think of question 
ing how this commodity is brought lo 
us or whence il conies, it is here; that 
suffices. For whatever purpose it is re- 
quired it is lo be found if given locali- 
ties, either in' hulk or in detail, accord- 
ing to our wants, and during the last 
half century it has in all its expres- 
sions become each year increasingly 
cheap. Of course, we affect, complacent- 
ly enough, some slight knowledge as to 
the world's great forests and giant 
trees. When we grumble at Piccadilly 
or the Strand being "up," and arc fain 
to creep with difficulty through narrow 
avenues of high slacked, strong smell- 
ing blocks, the discomfort vaguely re- 
culls to iis reports of county council dis- 
cussions as to the rival merits of differ- 
ent trees that thrive in our colonies, in 
like manner a faint, unlf-eoiisctpus 
sense that we arc in touch willi Swe- 
den comes to us when we strike a 
Tundstickor mulch, while' the "mahog- 
any" beneath which we were wont in 
days gone by to stretch our legs evok- 
ed si ray thoughts of far distant lands, 
mighty rivers, and hostile aborigines, as- 
sociated in some dim way with "Hie 
Madeira" that had been three, limes 
round the Cape. And this is about all. 
This writer will confess, indeed, that 
for a good many years of his life the 
"murmuring pines and the hemlocks" of 
tlie forest primeval were chiefly con- 
nected in his mind with the fir cones in 
the plantation that scrunched beneath 
his stubby shoes, and the ferns— we 
called them ferns — that clod the banks 
of leafy lanes. 

Possibly this lack of settled interest 
in what is really a gigantic question is 
the outcome of a supreme, but alas! in- 
evitable, ignorance to which the vast 
mass of us are for ever condemned. To 
most of us the word "forest" even has 
no true or complete significance; and 
how many of us have ever seen a tree — 
a real tree, 1 mean a giant, a 'mam- 
moth among his fellows, with a definite 
and well-established record of some 
two-thousanu years of existence? Eng- 
land — by which is meant Great Britain 
—is very beautiful— no laud more so— 
but its beauty, even In Its wildest places, 
is of an ordered character, a somewhat 
stucco severity. It has been this writer's 
privilege during a number of years to 
range some of the more savage portions 
of the globe, and on each return Lon- 
don wards, from whatever seaport— whe- 
ther Queeustown or Plymouth; Dover, 
Stranraer, or Milford — the impression 
caused by the outlook from the window 
of the express bus been the same. All 
round is a garden trim, well-ordered 
and swept, pruned, and neatly hedged 
about, and with never more lliau a min- 
ute or two of space without huninn hab- 
itation — the cottage or the mansion, the 
linmlet or the town; ami over all the 
comfortable conviction of police protec- 
tion, not lo mention motor traps. Our 
beloved country, indeed, in comparison 
wilh the world's really wide places, re- 
sembles nothing so much as those minia- 
ture Japanese gardens, with lawns, for- 
ests, rivers, lakes, and bowers, all with- 
in a space of a few square yards, and 
whose stateliest trees of two hundred 
\ oars' growth are under three feet in 
height. 

The acreage of the leading limber 
countries of ihe world, roughly estimat- 
ed, is in round tigures 3,G20,(iO0,OO0 
acres; (This, by the way, does not in- 
clude Africa, where, if we count only 
the late Sir H. M. Stanley's records, ; 
there exist immense forest areas) Of 
these three mid a half thousand mil- 
lions of acres Canada owns over one 
thousand millions and a half, and of 
the Canadian Dominion, the Pacific 
Province, us it is called, of British Col- 
umbia is the possessor of 182,750,000 
acres. British Columbia, it may he said, 
indeed possesses the greatest compact 
urea of merchantable timber on the 
North American continent The available 
supplv would have been infinitely 
greater than II Is had it not been for 
the terrible forest fires that raged in 
tlip interior in year* gone by. It is, 
however, the coast districts that poss- 
ess the major portion of the choicest 
timber anil that most accessible. and 

owing lo the d""se growth .111(1 the , , 

humidity of the climate these districts'' 
have suffered bul little. Hrilisli Colum- 
bia has other highly important resources 
but next to her grenl industry of min 
ernls, which ranks first, these immense 
limber reserves are her chief asset. As 
far north as Alaska the coast is heav- 
ily timbered, the forest luje following 
the indentations of the shore and t 
valleys, and covering the mountain 
sides! It is hero that the lumbermen 01 
loggers find their chief occupation, sel- 
ecting only lis "limber" the largest and 
besl trees. Among these the most wide- 
Iv distributer! and valuable is the Doug- 
las fir, which on tho const attains im- 
mense proportions, sometimes lowering 
to a height of three hundred feet, with 
a base circumference of as much as 
fifty. The average of these trees are a 
hundred and fifty feet clear of limbs, 
and five to six feet in diameter. This 
fir is t lie staple of commerce, prized 
alike for its durability and its strength. 
Next In Importance are the cypress and 
red cedar, both of which are yery val- 
uable. And then comes the white 
spruce, which is also much sought 
after, and the hemlock, which Is of two 
species, the Western being much su- 
perior to the Kastern hemlock, and as 
serviceable In many ways as more ex- 
pensive lumber. 

There are ninny other trees of com- 
mercial value which are manufactured 
Into lumber, including white pine, tam- 
arae, balsam, yew, maple, and cotton- 
wood. Thus It will be seen that the 
province may be justly called Ihe para- 
dise of the lumbering, who, It. maybe 
said, are yearly availing themselves In 
greater numbers of the opportunities 
afforded them. Aliendy there are be- 
tween 100 and 160 saw mills In tho 
province, big and small, and with the 
many shingle mills, pliinltie mills, and 
snsh and door factories, logging plant, 
railways, and the- tug-boats employed 
In the Industry the capital, exclusive 
of the value of the lands leased and 
purchased for timber, represents some 
four million pounds. It may be said 
that among the most Important re- 
quirements for British Columbia tim- 



ber by less favored countries ore for 
ties and railway sleepers and blocks 
for paving. These industries the gov- 
ernment is actively promoting, and as 
Indication of the progress recently 
made In the limber trade of the colony, 
It may be said that whereas previous 
to 1902 the government revenue from 
this source was less than $100,000 a 
year, In 1905 It amounted to $500,000, 
and this ye ar Is expect ed to exceed 
$&50.000. 



There Is, however, plenty of room 
for further enterprise In this direction. 
The government has now repealed the 
law which previous to 1905 granted 21 
years leases, and now all timber Is cut 
by special licence granted for an area 
not exceeding 040 ucres and renewable 
annually. The number of these licen- 
ces granted last year was '2,200, and 
represented 1,400,000 acres. 

The logger's life Is doubtless a hard 
one, but It Is eminently healthful. The 
loggers hitherto and al the present 
time are for the most part Eastern 
Canadians, with already a generous 
sprinkling of native-born British Col- 
umbians. There are some men em- 
ployed who hall from these Islands, 
but in this Industry the Englishman is, 
of course, heavily handicapped by the 
fact that he has no previous knowl- 
edge of the business, and thus has ev- 
erything to learn. Almost Invariably 
the typos of men engaged In logging 
are of magnificent physique, and their 
bodily health and strength are splen- 
didly maintained and fostered at once 
by their wholesome surroundings and 
by the generous quality of the ample 
food with which they are Invariably 
supplied. 

Ordinarily the would-be logger pro- 
ceeds to his lumber camp very com- 
fortably by water, for it Is one of the 
chief advantages of the B. C. timber 
trade that the best supplies always He 
close to navigable waterways. Arriv- 
ed at the camp, he finds himself in a 
community of from thirty to fifty com- 
rades, who camp and mess together. 
There is always a big roomy bunk, hut, 
With beds, etc., for their sleeping ac- 
commodation, and a living hut, where 
they take their meals. The cooks are 
almost Invariably Chinamen, and the 
excellent food Is provided in addition 
to whatever pay the men may earn. 
This, It should be said, is on a very 
high scale, hardly any white man en- 
gaged earning less than an average 
of 14s. to 15s. per day. The lower- 
grade branches of unskilled labor are 
almost always in the bands of Japan- 
ese, Chinese, and a certain number of 
half-bred Indians. The "logger," It 
may be said, has to work fairly hard 
for his money, and as logging in the 
colony is carried on without Intermis- 
sion all the year round, he has neither 
time nor desire for recreation. His 
supper and his pipe afterwards amply 
suffice at the end of his long day's 
toll, and on Sunday, when he "lies off," 
the care of his clothing and home cor- 
respondence are sufficient to occupy 
his time. As everything, except clothes 
and tobacco, is provided for him, he 
has no possible means of spending 
money, and a few years' work permits 
him, If he so will, to put by a very 
considerable nest-egg for employment 
hi future enterprise. Not a few, in- 
deed, of the smaller xri»n among the 
lumberers of today are ox- loggers, who 
have saved sufficient out of their earn- 
ings to take up plots of timber land 
on the very 'favorable terms created 
by the new government enactment of 
1905. It needs not to be said that men 
of this class, who have had years of 
active experience In every branch of 
the Industry, nnd thus have acquired 
perfect knowledge of all requirements 
of the trade, from the selection of, the 
giant forest monster to be felled, to Its 
final shipment. In one form or another 
to Its ultimate sphere of usefulness 
abroad, are among the most successful 
of those running ihe timber Industry. 
The government of the colony is offer- 
ing every species of encouragement to 
them, and Is, in fact, looking to the 
utilizing of their valuable knowledge 
not a little in the all-important matter 
of reafforestlng, to which of late years 
very great and ever-Increasing " care 
and attention are being paid. In this 
direction, Indeed, British Columbia Is 
already far ahead of mos| of the other 
parts of the great American continent, 
where this question of reafforestlng has 
been only too sadly neglected. As a 
general rule, the logger does not take 
his wife and children with him to the 
timber enmp. But should he do so, the 
education of his bairns Is not In any 
way neglected or left to chance. For 
—and this Is one of the heaviest out- 
lays of the government of the prov- 
ince—so keen Is the legislature on this 
wherever even so few as 
twelve children are to be found in a 
community, a government schoolhouse 
and teacher are provided. 

Logging Is not only devoted lo the 
'limber trade" — by which Is meant the 
felling and carrying of huge trees 
whose logs range anywhere between 
fifty and one hundred feet long — there 
is also the pulp- wood trade, the trees 
for which are used in the manufacture 
of paper. The wood used for this pur- 
pose is mostly the white pine and the 
western spruce, and of the latter 
Swedish experts In the pulping trade j 
have said that they have seen no wood 
In the world to equal It. 

Already American capitalists have 
seen the advantages for Investment In 
this most profitable industry, but It Is 
to be feared thai In this, as In other 
enterprises, the wealthy men of the old 
country will hold hack until there is no 
place left for them.

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The halcyon days of the claim jump 
or and tho shotgun miner were ante- 
cedent to the squatters' wars of San 
Francisco. In old Pioche, when the 
Raymond & 131k and the -Meadow Val- 
ley, mines were In litigation over a 
rich ledge, men handy with the gun 
were paid $20 an hour to go under- 
ground and hold the drifts, and they 
had many a bloody battle in the dark. 

In the rush to the Comstock, also, 
much confusion arose in Die location 
of claims and the shotgun prospector 
found opportunity to get in his work, 
says tho San Francisco Chronicle. Two 
of tho tough citizens of Virginia even 
had 'the erfrontory to jump a lot that 
had been presented to Father Manogue 
us a site for Iiis church. The Cora- 
stockcrs lo\ed the robust prleat, and 
when he told a few of them that Jump- 
ers were on the church lot they went 
with him to adjust matters promptly 
and vigorously. 

The jumpers were deflnant and tru- 
culent and one of them spoke insult- 
ingly to tho priest when ho requested 
thorn to move off tho lot, whereupon 
Tom Riley became hostile and roared; 
"Stand aside, father, and let mo get at 
the Irish blank dash!" 

"Tut, tut, Tom!" said Fathor Man- 
ogue, reprovingly, "Leave out the 
'Irish,' my son!" And then tho father 
peeled oft' his' coat and ottered to set- 
tle the matter personally with the in- 
solent jumpers. The lot was saved to 
the church. 

James G, Fair saved a part of the 
Bonanza ground from claim jumpers 
by a different method. Long Brown, 
dean of the gambling fraternity, had 
a long run of bad luck, and needed 
money in his business. He made a deal 
with "Waller Defeat" Prentiss, and 
they hired two miners and began sink- 
ing a shaft on ground belonging to one 
of the Bonanza companies. They work- 
ed ostentatiously and by the time the 
shaft had been sunk a few feet their 
operations attracted the attention of 
Uncle Jimmy Fair, . who strolled over 
to the scene of tho new strike and 
found. Long Brown and Prentis3, well 
heeled with guns, .bossing the two min- 
ers. 

"Well, my son," said Mr. Fair in his 
most suave manner, "and what might 
you be doing here?" 

"We've located this claim and are 
doing our assessment work," replied 
Long Brown cheerfully. 

"And have ye any capital, my son?" 
inquired Mr, Fair, with friendly solici- 
tude. 

"Yes, we've got a little; enough to 
make the riffle, I reckon." 

"And how about the title, now? Is 
your title qulto straight, d'ye think?" 

Mr. Brown admitted that there might 
be a cloud upon the title, but he added': 
"We're not going to fool away any of 
our capital In hiring lawyers; we' need 
it all in running tho mine. You see, 
Uncle Jimmy, we don't go much on 
litigation, and me and my partner, 
Prentiss, allow that we can attend to 
any little matter of that sort." 

"No doubt," assented Mr. Fair. "And 
now what might your claim he worth 
.on a fair and reasonable estimate, d'ye 
..suppose?" 

•' Mr. Brown supposed that it might 
be worth about $2,000, and he went 
over to Col. Fair's office and got a 
check for that amount. 

Long Brown's partner in that mining 
deal. Dick Prentiss, earned an evil 
reputation even among the bad men of 
early Comstock days, in the early '70s 
a dispute arose over the ownership of 
the Waller Defeat shaft of the Wood- 

.ville mine, and Prentiss was hired by 
one of the contesting parties to hold 
the. property by shotgun title. Under 
some color of legal authority Prentiss 
and several companions, acting as 
deputy sheriffs, took possession of the 
hoisting works and would not permit 
anybody to approach the buildings. 

The other side managed to get some 
sort of order from another court, depu- 
tized half a dozen men as constables, 
and sent thdm to take possession of the 
works at midnight. The constables 
attempted to force an entrnnco to the 
shafthouse and were fired upon with- 
out warning from the inside. Six of 
them were killed, and it was believed 
on tho Comstock that Prentiss fired 
all the deadly shots. 

From that time on he was known as 
"Waller Defeat" Prentiss and looked 



upon as a bold-blooded murderer, and 
tho Comstock boycotted him socially. 
He becamo morose and surly and even- 
tually dropped down to the level of a 
barroom outcast and "check guerrilla,"' 
being denied the distinction and re- 
spect accorded "by tho Comstock to the 
"bad 7nan" who gained the title In fair 
light. 

Prentiss was one of a gang of shot- 
gun miners hired by Ned Boyle to car- 
ry on a war underground in tho Alia 
against the Justice crowd In a dispute 
over an ore body on the line between 
the two mines. The working miners 
objected to the presence of the fighting 
gangs in the drifts; and tho miners' 
and mechanics' unions took the matter 
in hand, marched en masse to the Alta 
works and told the superintendent to 
hoist his shotgun men forthwith. Boyle 
demurred, whereupon the miners sum- 
marily took possession of the works, 
put their own men in churge of the en- 
gines and sent a. committee down the 
shaft to order the fighters out of tho 
mine. 

It was known that "Waller Defeat" 
Prentiss was one of the gang, and It 
had been decided that If he were 
caught with a gun in his hand, he was 
to be snuffed out on the spot. Prentiss 
got an inkling of what was coming to 
him, and he escaped from the works 
disguised as a mechanic, with a kit of 
tools Instead of a gun in his hand. 

In 1890 Prentiss had a dispute with 
a rancher about a debt of $3 and went 
to the man's oubln In Six-Milo Canon 
to collect the debt with a gun. He in- 
viced -the farmer to come out and be 
killed, but the farmer poked a shotgun 
through the window, pulled both trig- 
gers, and the coroner's jury allowed 
that tho hand of Providence was clear- 
ly discernible in the pointing of the 
gun that called "Waller Defeat" Pren- 
tiss to Ills last account. 

Of a different type was tho "Bad 
Man of Cosumnes," whose character 
was the subject of a story told one 
night by Dr. George Chismore in the 
Bohemian club, "it was back in the 
sixties when I first saw my despera- 
do," said the doctor. " He came Into 
Cosumnes one day without tiny par- 
ticular swagger to proclaim that he 
was a bad man, but the camp sized 
him up at once as olther a very tough 
customer or a four-flush desperado. 
He was tall, angular and wiry, and he 
was not handsome. He wore black 
broadcloth and a. silk hat, was scrupu- 
lously neat In the matter of linen and 
personal appearance, and the right leg 
of his trousers was tucked Into his 
boot to accommodate an enormous 
Bowie knife. The set of his frock coat 
over his right hip also indicated a gun. 

"Gibbons was calm and deliberate in 
manner, painfully polite, and spoke 
with a southern drawal. He seldom 
swore and never drank. Although he 
was ceremoniously courteous he was 
quick to take offence, and If he heard 
anyone making a fighting talk he 
promptly came to the front with an 
offer to accommodate the belligerent 
anywhere and anyhow. The camp al- 
ways addressed him as Mr. Gibbons, 
but ho occasionally spoke of himself 
as 'a pop-eyed galoot from Arkansas,' 
which was accurately descriptive. 

"Claim jumping was a popular di- 
version in Cosumnes in those days, and 
every miner had to be prepared to de- 
fend his location. I had a quartz ledge 
that dipped to the east, and some fel- 
low conceived the brilliant idea of sink- 
ing fifty feet east of my shaft and tap- 
ping my ledge. I noticed that the fel- 
low was getting pretty thick with the 
man In broadcloth, and whenever I met 
the latter he was so severely polite that 
I knew he was waiting for a look or 
a' slip In my speech or manners as a 
pretext for making trouble. 

"' wrote to my superintendent that 
a desperado was in company with the 
claim jumper and that 1 expected 
trouble. Tie wrote back: "Is he at 
work'.' If not, will he work? If he is 
not at work and is willing to work hire 
him, and he Is your desperado.' 

"Tho next da> I met the pop-eyed 
galoot from Arkansas, and bade him 
good morning. Mr. Gibbons lifted his 
hiit and gravely responded; 'Good 
morning doctor. I trust you are well, 
sir." 

" 'Mr. Gibbons,' 1 said, 'may I ask 
if you are looking for employment in 
this camp?' 

"'That's Just what I am, sir.'

The defence of our land against the 
encroachments of the sea is of nation- 
al Importance, and it should be a na- 
tional duty, after the manner adopted 
by our Dutch brethren across the Ger- 
man ocean. If one compares the pres- 
ent coast line of England witli the 
coast line of some centuries ago. a 
remarkable discrepancy will be no- 
ticed. The tidal wave from the At- 
lantic which divides on the Cornish 
coast has much to answer for. One 
part passes around the north of Scot- 
land into the German ocean, and 
thence in a southerly direction, to be 
met by the other part sweeping up 
the English channel. Backward anil 
forward past the detritus laden wa- 
ters, grinding away at the cliffs of 
Albion, and giving the sea each year 
a firmer grip upon the land. In the 
course of centuries acres and acres 
have disappeared; pop llou* towns 
have vanished beneath the waves, and 
only a name and a memory remain 
where once a thriving multitude held 
sway. 

Yorkshire alone has record of no 
fewer than 12 drowned towns and vil- 
lages. There was Ravenspur. for In- 
stance, which was instituted a free 
borough by Edward 1., tit a cost of 
£ 300, and became 11 seaport of almost 
national Importance. There It was 
Edward Balllol emhnrked with a force 
2, BOO strong In order to win the crown 
of Scotland. The town, bigger .and 
more important than Hull, had five 
churches, a capacious harbor and a 
number of buildings befitting Its 
rank and importance. Where are they 
'now? 

Traveling southward, one comes to 
Norfolk, Suffolk and East Essex, 
three counties which in particular have 
suffered from the onslaughts of the 
waves. When Cromer was an Inland 
village. Shlpden was a royal demesne; 
today Shlpden has been drowned, and 
Cromer Is a seaside town, though how 
long It will remain so depends on Its 
protective measures against the sea. 
It has already spent £36,000 on sea de- 
fences. Or Lowestoft? During the 20 
years ending 1304 the sea denuded the 
beach of more that 200.000 tons of 
shingle, representing on the north side 
of the town alone nearly 300.000 square 
yards of material. Not less than £57.- 
000 has been spent on protective mea- 
sures, and on the south side of the 
town the low water mark has been 
driven back nearly "0 feet. But that 
much more remains to he done is evi- 
dent from the fact that 11 feet of cliff 
at Pakefleld, near Lowestoft, recently 
disappeared, leaving the Cliff Hotel in 
such a perilous position that it is no 
longer habitable. 

Dunwich, perhaps, is the most no- 
table exampue of this terrible devasta- 
tion. A village of a hundred odd In- 
habitants and the ruins of a large 
church on the edge of a crumbling cliff 
are all that remain of the ancient 
capital of East Anglla, which, accord- 
ing to Stow, had "a King's court and 
Bishop's palace, and Mayor's mansion, 
and fifty-two churches, and the same 
number of windmills, together with a 
spacious and well frequented harbor j 
in which were as many top ships as 
churches." No fewer than tan house;; 
were swept away in a single year In 
the reign of Edward II.; between 1536 
and 1600 four churches disappeared; by 
11177 the sea had "merrily slopped over" 
tho market place; and hv 1 7 2 n St. 
Peter's Church and its graveyard were 
under water. In Kent the land has the 
upper hand, 011 the whole, though It Is 
Instructive to note that Rerulyver 
church. In Hearne Bay. was a mile 
from the sea In the reign or Henry 
VIII.

I£ cleanliness be indeed next to god- 
liness John Wesley, the founder of the 
Methodist church, must have been both 
godly and "next." That ho regarded 
water as a potent source of healing is 
apparent In almost every page of his 
book on "Primitive Physio," for a very 
large percentage of his receipts recom- 
mend H20, either taken Internally or 
applied in hot or cold baths, as a sov- 
ereign remedy. Professionally a cu- 
rate of souls, Wesley's treatise on t lie 
care and cure of bodies allows the 
great divine in an unfamiliar but very 
human light. 

The original preface to "Primitive 
Physic" bears the date, London, June 
11, 1747. A "Postscript," dated Bristol, 
October 16, 1755, declares that "It was 
a sreut surprise to the editor * * * 
that there was so swift and large a de- 
mand for it; that three impressions 
were called for In four or live years; 
and that it was not only republished 
by the booksellers of a neighboring na- 
tion, but r.lso inserted In parts In their 
public papers and so propagated 
through the whole kingdom. This en- 
couraged him carefully to revise the 
whole ami to publish It again with 
several alte-attons which it is hoped 
111:15- make It of greater use to those 
who love common sense and common 
honesty." 

Supplementary prefaces to subse- 
quent editions of this hook, interesting 
at once because of Its authorship and 
Its Inherent flavor of what today seems 
Indeed a primitive Idea nf physic, are 
dated London, November 10, 1700, and 
Otley April 20. 1780. The thirty-sixth 
edition was printed In London, BS40. In 
1841) the work was bound with Tlssot's 
Family Physician. In 1ST-.S, "Revised 
and Enlarged by William M. Cornell, 
M.D.," It was reprinted at Boston, 
Mass. References to text and quota- 
tions from It In tills article are from 
the American edition prepared by 
Thomas Coke and Francis Asbury — the 
former the first bishop of the Metho- 
dist church in England, the latter its 
heroic pioneer in America. 

In the original preface 11 747) 'Wesley 
presents Ids theory of the origin of 
disease and also of medical science. 
As would naturally he expected, this 
composition is in the spirit of religion 
rather than of science. Man was 
originally "clothed in body as well as 
in soul with immortality and incorrup- 
tlon" and "there was no place for 
physic, or the art of healing. " * ' 
The entire creation wa 
man, so long as man was at peace wit 
his creator." Man rebelled, the Incor- 



drop of natural gum fell from one of 
the trees on the book which he was 
reading. This he thoughtlessly applied 
to one of those sore places." The pain 
Immediately ceased — a remedy had 
been discovered ! 

After observation first hand experi- 
ence: after experience, philosophical 
Investigation, loading to science; build- 
ing "physic" upon hypotheses, until 
"physic became an abstruse science, 
quite out of the reach of ordinary 
men." 

Then the great Methodist explains 
the ratson d'etre of his book. As phy- 
sicians grew to he an honored class, 
prollt also accrued to them, and It be- 
came an object to the brotherhood of 
Aesculapius to "keep the bulk of man- 
kind at a distance, that they might 
not pry into th~ mysteries of the pro- 
fession." To mystify the people and 
preserve intact the arcana of medicine 
(we quote at length, for the salce of 
the antique flavor of Wesley's own lan- 
guage) "they Introduced into practice 
abundance of compound medicines, 
consisting of so many ingredients that 
It was scarcely possible for common 
people to " know what It was that 
wrought the cure; abundance of ex- 
otics, neither the nature nor names of 
which their own countrymen under- 
stood; of chymlcnls, such as they 
neither had skill nor fortune, nor time 
to prepare; yea, nnd of dangerous ones, 
such as they could not use. without 
hazarding life, .but by the advice of a 
physician." 

Fortunately as an offset to the wily 
ways of practitioners Of medicine there 
are some lovers of manhood who seek 
to "reduce physic to its ancient stan- 
dard," to find the cure provided by 
nature for each pain and disease and 
to make common property of the heal- 
ing art. Among these altruistic "trust 
busters" John Wesley was proud to be 
counted. He boldly declares It Is his 
purpose to enable each man to pre- 
scribe for himself and family — "unless 
In some few complicated cases," he 
adds as a parenthetic concession to the 
professional healers— without calling In 
the doctor. For each disease there is 
one efficient remedy, one thing that 
will cure "as well as twenty put to- 
gether." Why, then, make use of the 
nineteen? "Only to swell the apothe- 
cary's bill; nay, possibly to prolong the 
distemper that the doctor and lie may 
divide the spoil!" Therefore the au- 
thor presents his work, "A Collection 
at ponce with | of Receipts," calling for safe, simple, 
nnd cheap remedies. But "In uncom- 
mon or complicated diseases, where life 
Is more immediately in danger, I ad- 
vise every man without delay to ap- 
ply to a physician that fears God." 

Even after the alterations and ex- 
cisions made in the course of several 
revisions subsequent to the original 
edition there remain In the American 
edition of Bishops Coke and Asbury 
many amusing definition and direc- 
tions. 

Most heroic of the remedies pre- 
scribed Js one for "running at the nose" 
for which the sufferer Is recommended 
to "snuff up a teaspoonful of spirits 
of ; hartshorn"! The remedy seems 
seems worse than the disease. 

For an ague "apply to the .stomach a 
large onion slit"; for a cold In the head 
"pare very thin the yellow rind of an 
orange, roll it up inside out and thrust 
a roll Into each nostril.'' For a cer- 
tain violent form of colic the advice Is: 
"Hold a live puppy constantly on the 
belly."

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ON August the 6th, just a 
hunch-eel years ago, there 
passed out of European 
living history one of the proudest 
titles the world has known. 

On that day Francis of Hnpsburg, 
King q[ Hungary and Bohemia, ruler 
of Austria, and Emperor of Germany, 
signed in hi s palace at Vienna a deed 
by which he resigned the Imperial 
Crown and thereby brought to an end 
the Holy Roman Empire, 'cho oldest 
political insitltutlon In the world.' It 
had its roots in the old Empire of the 
Romans, and had lasted as a Western 
European Institution for over hr thou- 
sand years; it had passed 'from Car- 
lovlngian to Saxon, from Saxon to 
Franklsh. from Prankish, Swabian, and 
Bavarian to Austrian rule, and with 
Austria it had remained until, no long- 
er 'Holy, Roman or an Empire' it had 
died without a mourner. 

A great ceremony inaugurated and a 
great ceremony struck the death-blow 
to the Holy Roman Empire. On Christ- 
mas Day of t iie year 800 a vast multi- 
tude crowded the wide nave of the old 
basilica of St. Peter's at Rome. Clergy 
filled the semicircular apse behind the 
great arch separating it from the nave; 
above them on the bishop's throne, sat 
Pope Leo III.; priests ministered at the 
high altar standing just within the 
arch, and before the altar knelt Char- 
lemagne tho Franklsh monarch, dress- 
ed, not, as was usual with him, in 
simple franklsh dress, but in Roman 
robe and sandals. Presently, as the 
reading of the gospel ended, Leo rose 
from his seat, descended to where 
Charlemagne knelt, anointed him witli 
holy oil, placed a precious crown upon 
liis head, and saluted him as his earth- 
ly sovereign. Thereafter Charlemagne 
swore to maintain and defend the priv- 
ileges of the Church; and from the 
multitude within the basilica and from 
the crowd without there rose the cry, 
"Long life a nd victory to Charles the 
August, crowned by God great and 
pacific Emperor!" The Holy Roman 
Empire had begun. 

More than a thousand years had 
passed when another and very differ- 
ent multitude met in the Cathedral of 
Kotre Panic at Paris. Instead of Ro- 
man citizens and half-savage Franks, 
an assemblage of marshals, generals, 
diplomats, and courtiers in full-dress 
or brilliant uniform, a crowd of women 
in Parisian costume and dazzling jew- 
els, filled tlic sombre building and glit- 
tered in its dusky aisles. This lime 
also there Was a Pope, clergy minister- 
ing at the altar, an aspirant to an Im- 
perial Crown- But Napoleon Bona- 
parte, resplendent in velvet and jewels, 
surrounded by all that could contribute 
to the pride of life, would receive the 
Imperial Crown from no hand but his 
own; the pope must grace, but he 
might not confer this highest honor on 
the Corslcan. Lifting from the altar 
the crown which the Pope had blessed 
Xapoleon placed it on his own head, 
and with that act, as we shall see, the 
Holy Roman Empire virtually ended. 
The shout that rose in Notre Dame on 
December % 1804, drowned the last 
faint echoes of that other shout which 
one thousand and four years earlier, 
had risen from the old basilica of St. 
Peter's. By it was inaugurated — al- 
though Napoleon had not meant ' it 
should be — the modern idea of Empire: 
that of glorified kingship as opposed 
to the idea embodied in the old title 
■ — that of lordship over the world. 

For the Ij„ly Roman Empire had be- 
gun by claiming for itself a civil rule 
os wide us Christendom. Tn the days 
of ancient Rome the Emperor was 
high-priest aS well as civil ruler. With 



the introduction of Christianity, the 
Church, necessarily opposed to pagan 
rule, became separated from the 
State; but when Constantino udopted 
Christianity, and made it the religion 
of tlie Roman Empire, the union of 
Church and State became again one of 
the fundamental ideas of government. 
At the same time the identity of the 
two great powers bud ceased to be 
possible, for in the years during which 
Christianity had been tabooed by the 
civil power she had built up herself an 
independent hierarchy so strong that 
not all the shocks of nigh two thous- 
and years have been able to destroy 
it. Henceforth Church and State might 
be united; they could not bo one. 

The effort, therefore, of tho Middle 
Ages was to set up a civil Christian 
rule which should be as universal in 
Us sway as were the spiritual preten- 
sions of Rome. Pope and Emperor 
were to he two sides of one shield; 
and although the Ideal was never at- 
tained, It nevertheless lay at the rout 
or the medieval conception of an Em- 
peror. As Emperor, Charlemagne was 
lord of Christendom, and as lord of 
Christendom ho was crowned at Rome; 
as subject to the spiritual rule of the 
Papacy the Emperor received Ills crown 
at the hands of the Pope, while to the 
Emperor as lord of all temporal power 
the Pope did obeisance. 

On these two ideas— that of univer- 
sal rule ami the co-ordination of civil 
and spiritual power — the ceremony of 
coronation throws light. Like any or- 
dinary king, the Emperor received the 
sword, sceptre, and globe, as symbols 
of his temporal power and responsibil- 
ities; like all sovereigns who claim 
the national headship of the Church, 
a ring was placed on his linger in tok- 
en of his promise to defend her rights; 
but. as signifying his relation to the 
spiritual head of the Church universal 
the Emperor in his coronation service 
assisted the Pope to celebrate mass, 
partook of the Communion in both 
kinds, and was admitted a canon of St. 
Peter's and St. John Lateran. Those 
who elected the Emperor elected him 
temporal head of the Christian people; 
while the Emperor claimed us official 
titles such phrases us "Vicar of 
Christ," "Imperial Head of the Faith- 
ful," "Protector of Palestine, of gen- 
eral councils, and of the Catholic 
faith." 

But the ideas thus shadowed fortli 
failed to be realized, and instead of a 
great dual power making for righte- 
ousness, the union of Emperor and 
Pope presently resolved Itself into two 
rival powers, each having its own ad- 
herents, each vaunting Its own preten- 
sions. Guelf fought for Pope ami 
Ghlbelline for Emperor, and the medie- 
val conception lay shattered at their 
feet. Gradually the Idea of universal 
empire over Christendom was lost; 
the Emperors ceased tp receive corona- 
tion at Rome, and t he Empire, though 
retaining in theory its older preten- 
sions, shrank to a sovereignty over thi 
German States. 

"It was," says Mr.. Bryce. "undo: 
Frederick Barbarossa that the actus 
power and the theoretical Influence o 
the Empire most fully coincided:" h 
his reign most of the States of West- 
ern Europe, even if virtually indepen- 
dent, acknowledged the Emperor's su- 
premacy, and he it was who first call- 
ed the Roman Empire "holy." By so 
doing he reasserted the old claims of 
the Empire, and at the same time gave 
evidence of their decay. Vigorous life 
proclaims itself, and the moment any 
institution sets forth its pretensions in 
formal terms one may well begin to 
question its vitality. Frederick Bar- 
barossa called the Empire "holy" be- 
cause the Church, slighting the ancient 
partnership, called it secular; and it 
Is significant that with his death in 
12H0 the decline of tin? Holy Roman I 
Empire actually began. 

But although the Ideal of universal j 
empire over Christendom gave way to | 
that of a restricted rule over the Ger- 
man States, the Emperor remained the 
one power In Western Europe who dar- 
ed claim Imperial honors; and the dif- 
ference between him and an ordinary 
ruler was maintained by his being an 



elected sovereign chosen independent- 
ly of territorial rights. Any ruler, 
whatever his nationality, bight In the- 
ory be Emperor, just as a cardinal of 
any race might be Pope. 

Under ,the Saxon and Franconlnn 
Emperors, however— that Is, from 910 
to about 1125— tho election of the Em- 
peror had degenerated Into the mere 
formal consent of the nobles to ills as- 
sumption of hereditary right to Im- 
perial honors; but With the death of 
Hepry IV. in 1125 the election became 
again a reality. For In ills reign Pope 
Gregory VII. set up claims which the 
Emperor's German subjects refused to 
acknowledge; and, fearful lest their 
rulers shuld be appointed by the Pope's 
Influence and become his tool, they re- 
solved henceforth to make his election 
a real and effectual calling. Already 
in 1126 we find a few powerful nobles 
choosing a candidate for the Imperial 
throne, and submitting their choice to 
the other nobles for confirmation; but 
gradually this good custom was dis- 
pensed with, and a small college of 
electors chose the Emperor without 
let or hindrance from without. 

Seven, as a mystical number and 
us symbolical of t he seven branches of 
the golden candlestick, was the num- 
ber of the members In this electoral 
college. Three were spiritual and four 
were secular princes. The spirit uol 
lords were the Archbishops of May- 
ence, Treves, and Cologne; the secular | 
were the King of Bohemia, the Count 
Palatine of the Rhine, the Duke of 
Saxony, and the Margrave of Bran- 
denburg. The first, as Arch-Chancel- 
lors of Germany, Gaul, and Italy re- 
spectively, represented the vast terri- 
tories over which the Empire held or 
had held sway, and faintly reflected 
'the old idea (it universal rule; the 



second, as German princes holding 
hereditary offices In the Imperial 
household — those of cup-bearer, sene- 
schal, marshal, and chamberlain— sig- 
nified the growing Identification of the 
Empire with the German States. 

Charles IV. In i3o(i, by his famous 
Golden Bull— so called from the color 
of its seal — confirmed the electoral col- 
ego In Its privileges, settled disputed 
points, and made the Archbishop of 
Mayence, as Arch-Chancellor of Ger- 
many, its convener. He further iden- 
tified tho Roman Emperor with the 
Emperor of Germany by deciding on 
Frankfort as the place of his election 
and Nuremberg as the scene of his 
first court-day; while to Aix-la-Chap- 
elle, the city of Charlemagne, which 
had shared with Rome tho honors of 
capital of tho Empire, he reserved tho 
glory of the actual coronation— but it 
should be remembered that these reg- 
ulations are not always carried out. 
Rome had no place in the Golden BuM, 
and can hardly wonder that out of the 
twenty-one Emperors who succeeded 
Charles IV., all of whom were bound 
as Emperors to go to Rome and receive 
"the world's crown," only two took the 
trouble to fulfil the obligation. These 
were Slgismund, Emperor In l-llft, and 
Frederick III. In 1440. Charles V, did, 
Indeed, go to Italy, and received the I 
imperial Crown nt Bologna; but after 
him the Roman Emperors were con- 
tent to bear a title they called their 
proudest, heedlss of its significance. 

Four centuries and a half passed 
from the Issuing of the Golden Bull, 
during which Emperor after Emperor 
continued lo sign himself "Augustus," ! 
to be elected at Frankfort, and to hold 
Diets at Nuremberg and Ratlsbon. At 
the close of these centuries a revolu- 
tion took place which, beginning in 
a modest claim to political equality 



on the part of the Third Estate in 
France, ended in such a general Euro- 
pean cataclysm as the world has sel- 
dom seen. In 1783 France asked for 
u constitution, and gained it loo quick- 
ly; In 171)9 her every institution seem- 
ed In ruins and all Europe in a tur- 
moil; and Napoleon Bonaparte, judg- 
ing the ten years' experiment of popu- 
lar control a failure, seized tho reins 
of government and gave Prance In ex- 
change a benficent despotism. Not 
content witli this, he would fain have 
given a beneficent despotism to Europe 
and posed as a new Charlemagne; but 
In order to achieve this France had to 
be reckoned the inferior of no Euro- 
pean power — required, in short, to lie 
herself an Empire when the Holy Ro- 
man Empire would cease to exist. 

The stages In the evolution were na- 
tural enough. France, weary of ex- 
periments, gratefully accepted the rule 
which Napoleon's strong hnnd im- 
posed, and busked in the glory re- 
flected on her by the triumph of his 
military genius. France bad regained 
her ancient place among the nations, 
and a grateful people was ready to 
honor Its deliverer. On May 4, 1804, 
Cambaceres, president of die French 
Senate, accompanied by senators and 
troops, drove out to St. Cloud, and, 
having audience of the First Consul, 
declared "that the glory and happiness 
of the Republic required that its First 
Consul be immediately proclaimed 
Emperor." Napoleon without hesita- 
tion, accepted the title "you think ne- 
cessary to the glory of the nation." 

This was the first step — the assump- 
tion of a title hitherto held sacred 'In 
Western Europe to the Holy Roman 
Empire. The second was more slg- 
nifiic.ini: Napoleon wished "to be an- 
nolnted with the holy unction" by. 
and 'to receive the Imperial Crown" 
from, the Pope, thus rivalling the old 



ealth, Wealth, And a Pretty Home 

Th = ReBuIt of Growing Fruit in the Suburbs of Victoria— Written For The Sunday Colonist by H. F. Pullen. 



Vancouver Island is just beginning 
to come Into her own. Her fame as 
a fruit-growing country Is spreading 
even to the older lands of Europe, and 
It is thought that very soon the in- 
habitants of the city of Victoria will 
hear of It. 

What moan the rows of young trees 
that may be seen when driving around, 
no matter which direction one takes — 
hundreds of acres set out with mathe- 
matical precision? It menus, as has 
been before said, iterated and reiterat- 
ed, that around t ho city of Victoria are 
some of tho best lands In the world 
for orchard purposes. Outsiders are 
realizing this fact and are buying and 
Planting these, while the capitalists of 
Victoria city arc often looking afar for 
their investments or putting their 
money Into nothing but prospects, 
when here nro better than' gold mines 
it their doors. 

A few clays ago I paid a visit to a 
fruit ranch not an hour's walk from 
the city, where one of the pioneer 
growers makes ills home. ' I found him 
busy rjacklng apples and plums, In 
suite of the fact that it was Labor Day. 

Ten years ago the ranch had been 
commenced, and increased gradually, 
until today five acres are plnnted to 
trees, and the remainder of the fifteen 
acres will be set out this winter, or 
as soon as the land is in condition. 

In passing around the orchard sev- 
eral acres were noticed on which were 
growing four-year trees, chiefly Hun- 
garian plums and King of Tompkins 
apples. These trees were about 12 
feet In height and almost all bearing — 
not a heavy crop, but a fair quantity. 
Some, I was told, had borne lust sea- 
son, and they looked capable of pro- 
ducing several boxes a piece next year. 
Inquiry elicited the fact that they hud 
been planted In rich virgin ^soll, well 
drained, and fertilized with a pound of 
fertilizer and a pound of wood -ash to 
each tree, just previous to planting. 
The effect was certainly marvelous, for 
were it not for the tell-tale shoots, one 



would have imagined the trees to be 
at least six or seven years old. 

Between the rows of trees were 
raspberries, loganberries, blackberries 
and rhubarb, all of which showed a 
lusty growth and careful cultivation. 
Rhubarb is a heavy crop wherever the 
soil is rich, and sells at from Z to 4V4 
cents a pound. It may be obtained 
very early by digging up the roots 
during the winter and packing them 
very close together in a heated shed or 
cellar. This plan is cheaper than the 
Old Country method of covering the 
plants with pots and heaping fresh 
straw manure over the whole. 

In the older parts of this orchard 
were noticed some eight-year pear 
trees. The Bartletts bad been mar- 
keted, oven though not yet ripe; hut 
the Bossocks were loaded down with 
flue fruit such us in our boyhood days 
we had never dreamed of bill never seen. 

Tim strawberry.' plantation was on 
new ground, just cleared and drained. 
The draining should be strongly em- 
phasized, us It Is quite impossible to 
grow fruit on imdrained land. On this 
place the drains were made of stone 
found on tin; place. They are equally 
as good as. tile drains, and, of course, 
less expensive. 

To return to the strawberries, how- 
ever; they were only young plants set 
out last May, yet .they looked in fine 
condition. The rains of a inter date 
will Insure vigorous plants for next 
year's crop. . 'Die returns from the 
strawberry plantation on this ranch 
have on good seasons been from 3% to 
4 tons per acre. Take the smaller 
figure at 10 cents a pound, and the 
gross income per acre Is seen to be 
very large. 

Lust spring five acres of the newly 
cleared land was planted to potatoes, 
and the resulting crop amounted to 30 
tons. The price of these at the time 
of writing Is 1 cent a pound, so thut 
the crop Is now worth $G00 If it has 
not been sold. If sold earlier It was 
worth more. 



| "What do you think," said I, "are 
the prospects for a man who knows 
! nothing about fruit-growing to go into 
the business?" 

"Ten years ago," answered the pro- 
prietor, "I hud never used a spade or a 
hoe. I was in poor health, and I 
knew nothing whatever about fruit. 
Today I am strong and healthy, and 
you can see what I have done." 

"Which do you prefer growing, 
strawberries or the larger tree fruits?" 

"We grow strawberries between the 
trees for the first eight years In order 
to provide an income during that time. 
After that wo prefer the plums and 
apples, because there is so much less 
work with them." 

"You think, then," said I, "that any- 
one can go into fruit-growing and 
make a success of it?" 

"No," was the answer, "I do not. 
Any man who goes into fruit must be 
intelligent, and, most Important of all, 
he must work hard. Fine-fingered 
gentlemen can't expect to succeed. I 
have worked hard ever since I came 
here, and It is my opinion that nothing 
can be done without it." 

Here, as elsewhere, the labor prob- 
lem Is to the fore. Chinamen get $30 
a month and a warm little shack In 
which Is a cook stove and necessary 
conveniences. One Chinaman Is kept 
tho year round, and has been for some 
years. It ts always a good plan to 
keep a good man, even if at times 
there is not much to do. 

The result of my visit to this or- 
chard, which, by the way, the owner 
| wishes to be nameless, is to make me 
even more confident than before that 
| there Is both health and wealth to be 
obtained by growing fruit In the Vic- 
toria district. Work is necessary to 
health anywhere, and the resulting 
wage is greater from fruit-growing 
than any other occupation In which a 
man can engage, providing always 
there is an admixture of intelligence 
and a willingness to learn. 



ceremonial of the coronation of the 
Emperor. The French Emperor, how- 
ever, would not go to Rome, nor would 
he, as wo have seen, permit the Pon- 
tiff to place the crown on his head, al- 
though, despite "our advanced age and 
the infirm state of our health," Pius 
Vr. traveled In the depths of winter 
from Rome to Purls to please "his 
most powerful prince, our dearest son 
in Chi 1st." 

By these acts Napoleon broke irre- 
vocably with tile tradition of Ills great 
prototype. Ho may have thought him- 
self, as Indeed historians think of him, 
as the new Charlemagne; but he had, 
In fuel, sounded the knell at whose 
bidding the last vestige of the old or- 
der passed away. When the Corslcan 
general allowed himself to be raised 
to an hereditary Imperial throne at the 
bidding of his own senate, when ho 
placed an Imperial crown on his own 
head, he severed himself once and for 
all from the two ideas lying at the root 
of the Holy Roman Empire: the Idea 
of an elected suzerain bearing sway 
over many princes, and of a civil pow- 
er which should be the counterpart 
of the spiritual power of the Church 
The Emperor of France might be "the 
dearest son In Christ" of the Holy 
Church, but he wns not the "Augustus 
crowned by God," to whom the Pope 
himself did obeisance, nor was he the 
power which bound States together. 
Ho was at best but the most powerful 
ruler on the Continent, for whose pro- 
tection weaker Powers were glad to 
pay. There was no Idealism, save in 
Ills own brain, in the Empire of Na- 
poleon. 

It was, as has been said, on the 4th 
of May, 1804 that the Senate offered 
its First Consul an Imperial crown; 
on the 11th of August of the same 
year the Emperor Francis II. of Aus- 
tria, rightly reading the significance of 
that event, determined to assume for 
Austria a title as proud as that of 
Franco. "Although," runs the decree, 
"we have by the Divine will and by the 
choice of the electors of the Roman 
and German Empire attained to a dig- 
nity that leaves no room to desire any 
increase, of titles or consideration, It 
is our duty, as chief of the Austrian 
House and monarchy, to provide for 
tho maintenance of that equality of 
hereditary titles and dignities with the 
first sovereigns and powers of Europe 
which belongs to the sovereigns of 
Austria. Therefore, in order to estab- 
lish this perfect equality of rank, we 
have determined * * * after tho 
example * * "now given us by the 
new sovereign of France, to confer on 
the House of Austria, as far as relates 
to its independent States, the heredi- 
tary title of Emperor." 

There were then two territorial Em- 
pires in Westcrn^Europe; but the fig- 
ment of the Holy Roman Empire yet 
remained, and while It did France 
must yield precedence to Austria. The 
figment was not to linger long. The 
year 1805 saw Napoleon victorious 
against the Austrian arms and the 
proud traditional enemy of France 
bumbled before the new aspirant to 
European rule. On 17th October Ulm 
capitulated, on 2nd December the bat- 
tle of Austerlitz was fought and won, 
and Napoleon from the very palace of 
the Hapsburgs could dictate terms to 
the head of the Holy Roman Empire. 
The treaty of Presburg followed. On 
the 25th of December, in the old capi- 
tal of Hungary — the town in, which the 
Austrian princes were crowned Hun- 
garian kings, and where fifty years be- 
fore Maria Theresa had so gallantjy 
maintained her contested rights — the 
treaty was signed which led her grand- 
son to renounce the highest honor of 
his House. 

For by that treaty the "Romnn Ger- 
man Emperor" was obliged to face the 
fact that the Germanic Empire was 
slipping from his grasp, and that ho 
himself was being reduced to an or- 
dinary ruler. By it he was forced to 
see Ills Venetian, Istrlan, and Dalma- 
tian States go to increase Napoleon's 
new kingdom of Italy, and ills domin- 
ions In Swabia and the Tyrol go to 
build up Bavaria and Wurtemberg as 
Independent kingdoms. 

Six months later, on July 12, 1806, 



an Act was signed at Paris by which 
Bavaria, Wurtemberg, Baden, and' 
thirteen Otlttsr stated formally renounc- 
ed allegiance to tho Empire and threw 
themselves under the protection of 
Napoleon. 'lExperiefnce," says the Act 
of Confederation by which the sixteen 
Stales sccedckl from the -Empire,, "has 
proved that tlio existing Qermaoi con- 
stitution can afford no guarantee for 
the external and internal peo.ee of 
Southern Genmany." Accordingly, to 
Bee u re peace, the Rhenish princes de- 
cided "that the- States of the contract- 
ing princes shrill be forever separated 
from the German body," and shall 
henceforth be kjnown as the tConfedera- 
tlon of the Rlifine; "that al|l the laws 
of the Empire by which rthey have 
hitherto been bound shall iu future be 
null and void;" "that on ,-the 1st of 
August each of tho contracting princes 
shall declare hie entire sepa;ration from 
the Empire;" and "that the Emperor 
of France shall be proclaimed Protect- 
or of the Confederation." 

This was a deadly blow, for It came 
us it were, from the Einperor's own 
household. It was speerlily followed 
by another. On the lstt of August. 
1806, the day on which t he German 
princes declared their independence 
Qf. the Empire, Ntapoleon commissioned 
his envoy to Inform the Diet that he 
no longer recognized the existence of 
the Holy Roman Empire. But the last 
of the Empoaors was not to lay down 
his crown at' the bidding; of the Cor- 
slcan. He preferred to give, the coup 
de grace with his own hand. "Con- 
vinced," he said, "since the Treaty of 
Presburg unci the events which have 
since taken place, or the. impossibility 
of being any longer abbe to fulfil the 
duties of our Imperial functions, we 
owe It to our principles and our duty 
to renounce a crown which was only 
valuable in our eyes so long as we 
were able to enjoy the confidence of the 
eleotors, princes, and other states of 
the German Empire, and to perform 
the duties imposed on us;" therefore, 
lie continued, "wo do resign tho Im- 
perial crown and the Imperial govern- 
ment;" and this document he sealed 
with the Imperial seal, using it for the 
last time. 

Thus passed away the Holy Ro/man 
Empire. "Of those," said Mx. Bfryce, 
"who In August, 1806, read in the ;Eng- 
llsh newspapers that tlife Envperor 
Francis II. has announced to tha Diet 
his resignation of the Imperial "crown, 
there wero probably few who betfhought 
them that the oldest political institu- 
tion in the world had ended. Yet It 
was so. The Empire which a note is- 
Bued by a diplomatist on the banks of 
the Danube extinguished was the 
same which the crafty nephew of Ju- 
lius had won for himself against tho 
Powers of the East beneath the cliffs 
of Actium, and -which had preserved 
almost unaltered, through eighteen 
centuries of time, and through the 
greatest changes in extent, in power, 
in character, a title and pretensions 
from which all moaning had long since 
departed. • Nothing else so directly 
linked the old world to the new; noth- 
ing else displayed so many strange 
contrasts of the present and the past, 
and summed up in these contrasts so 
much of European history. * * * 
For into It all the life of the modern 
world arose." 

And just because the modern world 
arose out of the Holy Roman Empire, 
that Empire could not be revived. Na- 
poleon's attempt at universal rule ut- 
terly failed, for the day of nations 'was 
come. In country after country a na- 
tional spirit was aroused, and the hun- 
dred years which have followed tho 
fall of the Holy Roman Empire have 
seen a new Germany, a new Greece, 
a new Italy, and the dawn of a new- 
Russia. "The Ancient of Days," wrote 
the German patriot Mullet* in 1805, "is 
sitting in judgment; the books are 
opened, and the nations and their rul- 
ers are weighed in the balance. "What 
will be the end? A new order of 
things," he adds, "is in preparation, 
very different from what Is Imagined 
by those who are the blind instru- 
ments of its establishment." And his- 
tory has proved his prophecy true. 



fight against consumption. 

Ever since .leiinor's great discovery 
of vaccination, it has been the dream 
of the medical profession to devise 
similar preventive vaccines for the 
other infectious diseases, says the Win- 
nipeg Free press. After the advent of 
Pasteur and his illuminating work will- 
germs and cells, this search was con- 
tinued with renewed rigor. Naturally 
the fatal "white plague" the vicious 
cause of which Koch captured and lab- 
elled more than twenty years ago, soon 
attracted the attention of the vaccine 
hunters. A disease which In one form or 
another kills one in every seven, and 
•which renders the sufferer a foci for 
tlie spread of the poison to his neigh- 
bors, would be expected to call out, as 
it has, Oil the resources and ingenuity 
of tlie pathologist with a view to its ex- 
termination. 

Since Koch discovered the tubercle 
bacilli in 1882 the search for a method 
•of immunizing the healthy man against 
the omnipresent tubercle microbe lias 
ibeon actively pushed in dozens of re- 
search laboratories all over [be world. 
Some success has been made, but not 
much— hardly more than a real begin- 
ning made, in fnet. The sum of pres- 
ent achievement is set forth in tlie cur- 
3>nt number of the Popular Science 
(Monthly, in an article by I)r. Lemon 
[Kleiner, of the Rockefeller Institute. 
! 'Xhe first important achievement in 
the hunt for a vaccine against consump- 
tion was Koch's tuberculin, which was 
fdmply the poisons caused by tho growth 
of tubercle bacilli in u culture medium. 
Although the substance proved valuable 
for purpose'! of diagnosis, no Immunity 
of any value wns achieved through its 
US(>. It was found, says Dr. l'iexncr, 
that "neither lasting nor marked im- 
munity in tuberculosis can be obtained 
by inoculation of cultures of tubercle 
bacilli billed by lient, sunlight, or other 
f'gencv." 

In fact, the only method by which, 
up in date, anything approaching an ef- 
fective immunity lias been secured is 
tlie injection of living and virulent baci- 
lli. The first really promising expert* 
ments along Ibis line were made by 
Trudctiu three and four years ago. Ho 
succeeded in rendering rabbits Immune 
toy giving (hem u course of inoculations 
■with a bird tubercle bacillus (there are 
three general types of tubercle bacilli — 
iniiiniiialiuin, avian, and reptilian). Two 
years ngo pr. ■Schweenltjs achieved the 
fame results with cnttle, immunizing 
them With a low grade human bacillus. 



Africa Unknown to White Man

Lolodorf station is to move four 
miles to the west. This will bring us 
nearer home, but there are oilier prim- 
ary objects to be served by the move. 
The present site is thought to lie un- 
wholesome, and is known to bV small. 
It is Impossible either to feed or em- 
ploy our school hoys on our limited 
ground. If there were a purpose to 
serve, I could talk of swamps and river 
banks, of hollows and of oilier Haws 
in our locution. I could convince you 
that we had really best move. 

We have bought 1,050 acres of land, 
comprising three towns, some gardens 
and u tract of forest. The towns show 
a handful of huts, the gardens .are clus- 
ters of plantations shaking out their 
banners in Utile clearings, but we own 
u world of forest. On Saturday of last 
week the bead men came to be paid.

When the three head men arrived, 
followed by their henchmen .and women, 
they played an unexpected port.

We 
think Hint they were duzed by their op- 
portunity us small boys might be who 
were invited — (O, I know bow fantas- 
tic my simile!) — who were invited to 
eat their way out of a candy shop. Cer- 
tainly they had n tranced air. When I 
came out to see the play, thinking ii to 
base just begun, they were making ready 
to leave ill a kind of cautious silence, n 
comparative silence be it understood — 
and in very much the Bplril id' a mis- 
sionary, who is dreaming of home and 
fears to awake. 

The head men were in full dress, I wo 
wore hats that were uncommonly grand, 
slill being Incused in these cylinders of 
pasteboard in which they hud been 
packed, fwo wore green brondcloth coots 
by the epaulets, tlir Uniform of some 
regiment, and not originally Intended 
for our friends, one of whom was too 
small for his coal— the other, not small 
enough. They listened abstractedly to

were not iii a harry to be off, and pre-

There 
were nests of zinc buckets, of iron pots, 
piles of bats — perfect towers of hats— 
sheaves of umbrellas and of cutlasses, 
there were in trunks of a splendor un- 
known to you provincials, bill familiar 
lo us of the East eousl — very gay, pref- 
erably green with a lavish bell of red 
and no scrimping of gilt. In the trunks 
were yards and yards of trade cloth, 
bars of soap, pocket knives, padlocks, 
matches and many other cherishnhle ar- 
ticles that will change bands In number- 
less marriage palavers. With some such 
glitter of spoil must Tamerlae have re- 
turned from the conquest. 

Yesterday was Sunday, and I went 
down the government road, speaking in 
the towns as I went. I passed our 
new lands, and the town where lhh 
goods were held for distribution. Such 
clamor and hum — such bustlings about 
people (dad in the magnificence afford- 
ed by our store — such declamations 
from a head man who was talking of 
distribution palaver and emphasizing his 
eloquence with his staff — such an as- 
pect altogether of a village fair gilded 
with sunshine! Nor wns my passing 

without h .r— 'The women of the 

Minlsi,' and down the street came the 
dressy community, 'Come iind tell us 
nf the word of God!' was the cry, for 
there was abroad a spirit of indulgence 
—to each bis prerogative. Hut my in- 
stinct wns thi' other way. 

'Not today, you are too noisy. How 
am I to know but that you have been 
drinking rum!' Drinking rum What 
groat a ctaisa t ion was this, Why did 
the woman hate lo speak iu the palaver 
house? For peace sake. I ducked into a 
house illlll spoke to sonic women. Out- 
side all the eager tumult of tongues, 
the passionate voices of covetpusnesfl 
(j 1 loci tlie bright air, but in the dark 
hut were women at the primeval occu- 



pation of grinding food and not unwil- 
ling to listen to the; white woman who 
was of an optimistic mind about the 
uncertain dreadful future. Presently 1 
went on. but with eyes and ears full 
of the animation of the little town. 

Sometimes of a Friday 1 go to u town 
twelve miles from here. Half the way- 
is by open road and the lust half through 
the forest. It is lovely to go to Ipose — 
they do so niiieli want a minister there. 
1 am espied climbing the hill afar off, 
for this cluster of villages lies in a 
beautiful hill country — they rejoice in 
my coming. An ivory horn announces 
ine quite as Elsa is announced in the 
first net of 'Lohengrin'; the hut. where 
1 pill up is opened, and before I can 
make n cup of tea there are delegates 
from the country about. This will lie 
four o'clock in the afternoon, at five 
We have a service, and again at 7:.'!(l 
ul" tin? next morning. Truly, the morn- 
ing service is moving to your mission- 
ary. There will he an audience of say, 
lifty people, poor, ignorant Africans, but 
minded to know of the high things of 
God. I always go awuy — back into the 
forest and home — with a burning heart. 
Every other week, Henzhnli, the young 
elder, preaches to the people of lpose. 
They say that his audiences are very 
large. 

A year age, Africa as a spectacle was 
tremendously interesting. I saw contin- 
ually the forests and the river, the in- 
terminable melancholy file of carriers, 
I lie curiously tempered light, tiie curious- 
ly modified eolor. Hut more and more 
u missionary come to do with indivi- 
duals bis labors and his problems nro 
with them. Mr. Xevison, in the Aug- 
ust 'Harper's,' very truly says that the 
African is not known to the white man. 
He is not. 1 have hardly n fixed con- 
viction or an inference as tthe fruit of 
this year's observation. Hut the mis- 
sionary conies to feel thnl the African 
is known to God. He feels himself to 
ho — he knows himself to he — one in an 
affair of three, and God is the 'bird. He 
knows himself to lie necessary to thai 
union: he, loo, feels the iniad of Hie 
Spirit and is not without his share of 
the joy. lie is' the friend of the bride- 
groom.

tlie national Official excuse, of what Is 
coming lo he national aspiration, and of 
his own plain ami downright belief that 
sooner or Inler Canada should do something 
for the royal navy. la plain truth tin 
liiH3(llii, which rises mechanically to Can 
iidlnn lips, ilia i we must grow big, am 
for n season must spend our money on de- 
velopment work, leaving defence to Britain, 
Is becoming rather musty. A nation with 
a revenue of eighty million dollars Is aide 
to spend something oa Its defence; more- 
over, so fur from rftl'niuing every nerve 
nn development work, we are spending our 
money most extravagantly . If we had to 
keep up u smallish unvj 1 of our own, we 
could spend Just ns much mi the necessary 
development of our transportation system"; 
we might have to curtail some of the uue- 
less public works with which the people 
are bribed With their own money. Ii Is 
kind of Lord Grey to use tlie old excuse, 
loil Canadians should brush It aside nnd 
look nt the facts direct. 

A direct "contribution" would present 
several serious difficulties, A cash pay- 
ment presents three principal ones. (ll It 
would rnlse the "tnxntlon without repre- 
sentation" situation, iiihl that is a diffl- 
eully not lightly to he brushes aside.

We venture I o suggest a way out. First, 
let us raise among our seafaring nnd tlsli- 
lng population u naval mllllln, control led, 
armed nnd trained by ourselves ns Is tlic 
existing hind militia. As soon ns we have 



surh n force, we shall be In a position, 
In the event of a naval war, to do exncuy 
what xvc did In tlie last land war, to send 
contingents of •trained Cnnndlnu seamen. 
Then wo shall he represented in the Um- 
pire's sen tights, not by a ensh nexus, hut 
by the flesh ami blood of our own people, 
ll Is likely, from tlie strictly practical 
standpoint, that this would prove u useful 
form of aid, for tlie Question of reserves Is 
a difficulty In Britain, anil the Admiralty 
might find Itself with plenty of ships but 
short of men. Secondly, let us provide on 
] pur t-onsts a torpedo flotilla. Torpedo 
I boats suitable for const defence are not 
expensive, and recent developments point 
to the revival of the small and very swift 
boat. If Halifax, St. John, the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, Vancouver nad Victoria 
were safe guarded by live or six divisions 
of torpedo boats— If these were supported 
by n few destroyers— If we added a sub- 
marine or two — It would lie very nervous 
work for an enemy's ships to hang about 
our coasts. This would work In two ways. 
It would guard our shores and it would 
relieve the royal navy of direct const pro-

A naval in 1 M t In supporting and mnn nlug 
a coastal torpedo licet, and trained to use 
the big gnus, should make a good hogln- 
nhig. Once we had ,2Ct that far, and had 
trained n set: of competent Canadian offi- 
cers, we would consider our next step. It 
la conceivable that we might use oar nnvnl 
inlllt la to man the ships loaded with food- 
stuffs which In the next naval war It will 
be England's pro-occupation to receive 
from us, and tin; enemy's object to truer- 
eopt. An attack on tho foodshlps by 
auxiliary cruisers — the old privateer under 
a new name — might lie part of the enemy's 
plan. A big cargo boat, armed with 8-lneli 
guns and manned by Canadian naval mili- 
tia expert In their use, would be able to 
make a stand against such nn lit luck. If 
Canadian naval enterprise tool; this form, 
If It thereby made tlie convoy work of the 
loyal navy enslcr. and facilitated flic feed- 
ing ot England, the "contribution" would 
lie very substantial. 

Or we might elect to work towards war- 
ships of our own. Cruisers could be built 
of n type suitable for the guarding of the 
trade routes Iu which we are Interested, 
The royal navy seems to bo developing 
ships of a type suitable for licet work 
ifltner than patrolling, Cnuada might do 
Worse than possess a few cruisers of mod- 
erate size, in which the displacement 
would he expended In heavy armament: 
ami speed, rather thiiu In coal supply de- 



signed to enable them to keep the sea for 
long periods. Yet again, wc might choose 
to build urmored ships of a typo which 
would avert from our local waters all hut 
the most serious attacks. Sweden and 
Norway, whose position Is somewhat of 
our own, viewed locally, have developed 
a coastal defence batleship, a small snip 
of four or five thousand tons, but heavily 
armored, and urmud with a few- powerful 
guns. Such ships would be useless for the 
royal navy, which expects always to at- 
tack; but two or three of them would 
keep narrow watei-s such as the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence free of hostile cruisers. They 
could be beaten only by the enemy's heavy 
armored vessels, and It such were sent to 
our waters the battle fleet of the royal 
nary would come too. 

All this, however, Is a long way iu the 
future. For the present, the naval mil- 
| It la and the torpedo flotilla are enough. A 
nnvnl mllltln of ten thousand men should 
cost less than a million a year; It is prob- 
able that the torpedo boats, with which 
a commencement could be made, would 
cost over $."0,000 each. Then we shonul 
have a thoroughly Canadian force, paid 
for and managed by ourselves, ready fur 
Imperial use In emergency to tlie snnie ex- 
tent, as our land militia. It would render 
our seaboard formidable lo ti possible en- 
emy, and so would be a valuable "con- 
trlhutlon" to Imperial strategy. And a 
host of constitutional difficulties would be 
avoided. 

SEYMOUR "NARROWS. 

Comment by the Vancouvor World on 
the Bridging Scheme. 

The Vancouver World in its issue of 
September 10th, says: Seymour Nar- 
rows, ns nenrly every render is aware, 
lies some ISO miles north of Victoria. 
It forms part of what is known ns the 
inside passage to the north. The nar- 
rows are so called because Ihe channel 
through which the water rushes in its 
wild haste to reach the open sen is con- 
tracted by several small Islands to nar- 
row proportions, The depth of the chan- 
nel is very great nnd its width nt the 
point where it is boned that: snnie day 
a railway nnd traffic bridge may be 
built,- does npt exceed (writing from 
memory) HOMO feel. In the channel there 
is a submerged rock which lies some 
4,400 feet from the mainland whore. At 
extreme low tide this rock is visible 
and it has been suggested that it might 
be used as the base for the span of u 
suspension bridge. From this ruck to 
the Vancouver Isbuiil shorn is about li- 
000 foot. On the mainland side there, is 
ii chain of five small Islands, all of 
which would need lo be bridged to in- 
sure rnilwtiy com in i! mention. The 
charge bns been variously estimated, 
tho highest hgurc being .'WbViUO.OUo.

There Is no Oriental disli which is so 
famous as the Indlim curry, though Ameri- 
cans know less about It tlnm do their 
Kngllsh cousins, who at this time nf year 
rivol In its spicy, biting flavor. When 
nothing idse appeals to the appetite thin 
bet weather, a curried dish will meet 
wlih henrty approval, nnd the following 
recipes of favorite Indian curries arc both 
delicious and very timely. ' 'The sharper 
curry powders on the market are not 
particularly favored by the American pnl- 
ntc, and to lie a success the bottled pow- 
der must lie carefully selected, having a 
swou I rather than a hitter taste. 

Egg furry.— noil twelve fresh eggs for 
eight minutes. Lift up and allow to slight- 
ly cool off. Loosen shells by gently and 
carefully rolling on table with the hand 
without detaching shells. Place on n d»cp 
dlsll, cover with salt. let stand for ten 
hours, ' shell, eat Into quarters lengthwise 
and keep on a plate until required. Melt 
a taujespoonful of butter in a saucepan, 
add one and a half iabiospoonfaU of Hour 
and stVr a little. Add a small sliced onion, 
a small finely chopped apple, tun! a Miut'l 
seeded green pepper, a sultspoonful each 
of dried bay leaf and thyme: Oontly 
brown for ten minutes, frequently stirring 
meanwhile. Moisten with a plat of hot 
water, season with a tonspooufu j of salt, 
two saltspnonfuls of eayenne. a saltspnou- 
fol of grated nutmeg and a teaspoouful of 
onrry powder. Add a piece of lemon rind 
and one chopped red tomato. Mix all well 
together, let conk for thirty minutes, re- 
move lemon rlilti and heat eggs at oven 
door for two minutes. Serve with rice. 

HIcp for Curry, ('iiirefully wash hair a 
pound of rice In three fnsh waters. Brain 
well on a sieve. Have plenty of boiling 
water in a pan with a teaspoouful of salt. 
Plunge the i-iee into li. gently mix with a 
wooden spoil id cook until about three- 
quarters done, or twelve minutes. Brain 
well, place In a colander and lay In a 
rather slow oven f r ten minutes, or until 
It Is nicely dry, leaving the door open 
meanwhile and taking care to mix It fre- 
quently with a fork to prevent the ,-lce 
from sticking together. In other word.-, 
the grains should he separated.

Chicken Curry, Madras. — Singe and cut 
head and feet off it tender two-anil-a-iialf 
pound chicken, Dra.w, neatly wipe, rut 
into twelve equal pieces and lav on a 
plate. Mlncc a large onion, a medium- 
six od green pepper, a seeded fresh tomato 
and a cored apple. Melt a small table- 
spoonful of butter In an Iron sausepan, 
add the chicken and brown on a brisk lire 
for eight minutes. Stir once la a- while 
and add the mimed articles with a table- 
spi. uifiil of flour and a lien ping tenspooou- 
fill of curry powder. Stir well and cook 
for four minutes longer, moisten with a 
pint of hot water, season with one and a 
naif teuspooafuls of salt, half a teaspoon- 
fill of pepper, a snltspoonf til each nf grat- 
ed nutmeg, thyme in powder, liny leaf and 
one tahlespoonful of Worcestershire sauce. 
Thoroughly mix and let slowly rook for 
thirty minutes, mixing ouec in a while. 

Vermicelli, Indian style. iTir.ce In a 
saucepan one sliced carrot, one sliced on- 
ion, one sprig of tli vine, two hay leaves, 
one clove, one nutmeg leaf, four crushed 
tomatoes, live pints of water and two 
poll lids of white fish. Slowly boil for one 
hour. Strain the broth through a double 
cheesecloth into another saucepan and let 
again come to a boll. Add three ounces 
of crushed vermicelli, a teaspoouful of salt. 
• ■tie teaspoouful of curry powder and three 



snltspoonful! of pepper. Lightly mix and 
I, oil for twenty minutes. 

Omelette with Curry.- Break i Ight fresh 
eggs Into a bowl, add two tahl'mmnfiila 
of milk, hnlf a tenspoonful nf salt, half a 
teasitouftil <>f curry powder and two s.m- 
ipoouruls of pepper. Sharply bent up 
With fork two minutes. Meat a tablespoon 
ftil of butter In a saucepan, drop In eggs 
briskly stir with fork two minutes, ot 
rest half a minute, fold up two opposite 
sides and serve hot. ,.,„,, 

Mutton Croquettes with lllc*.— Place in 
a saucepan one small chopped onion with 
half a sound seeded green pepper and n 
tahlespoonful of melted butter. Fry five 
minute*. Add two ounces of rice with one 
peeled crushed red tomato, half a pint of 
hot water, a teaspoouful of snlt and two 
cover pan and set in over thirty-five mlu- 
Snltspoonful of pepper. Ughtly mix. 
cover pan nnd set In over ihlrty-flve min- 
utes. Ileinove, finely chop one nnd a half 
pounds of raw. lean mutton, place In n 
large howl, adding half n tenspoonful of 
salt, a snltspoonful of cayenne, a salt- 
spoonful of grated nutmeg nnd two egg 
yolks Sharply stir with a spatula until 
well thickened; then add the rice with two 
eggs. Sharply stir with wooden spoon for 
rour minutes anil let stand five minutes hi 
a cool place. Roll preparation on a light- 
Iv floured board and divide Into twelve 
even pieces. Plunge in boiling water and 
simmer ten minutes. Lirt up with n skim- 
mer, dip In beaten egg and breadcrumbs 
nnd phnvgo in hot fat for ten minutes. 

Cucumbers, Bombay.— Pool four fresh, 
ripe medium-sized cucumbers, cut In four 
lengthwise strips, remove all spongy parts 
and wipe them dry. Meat one and a half 
tablespooilftils of melted butter In an Iron 
saucepan, add a finely sliced onion and a 
seeded green pepper, fry for ten minutes, 
occasionally stirring, and lav the cucum- 
bers over. Season with a light tenspoon- 
ful of salt and half a teaspoouful of curry 
powder, four half a cup of elder or elder 
vinegar very much diluted, and boll for 
Ave minutes, Then set In oven for tltlrty- 
tive minutes, being careful to baste the 
cucumbers once in n while. Remove, place 
In a hot dish, pour entire contents of pan 
over it and serve.

At present it is free only to 
the Japanese, who are establishing 
themselves industriously. The Euro- 
pean trader is not yet admitted, hut n 
few passes have been issued to British 
military otlicers ami others to visit the 
battlefields. Those wlio are thus fav- 
ored Mini everything done that is pos- 
sible to make their way smooth for 
tlietll in a country where as yet there 
are no ordinary facilities for strangers. 
There is no belter fellow or more 1ms- 
■piliible hosl than tlie Japanese com- 
batant ofllcer, and he is at liis best 
where he and the brave men lie has 
led have done and suffered so much. 
Man in Possession 

1 left the swampy port of Neuchwnng 
one rainy evening by launch, and was 
conveyed lip the shallow Lino .river to 
the terminus of the Port Arthur rail- 
way, [tegular traffic lias not been re- 
sinned upon tlie line, hut the train was 
full of Japanese, including military 
men, coolies and traders. We changed 
to the main line from Harbin in the 
night. After that the train ran right 
through t" the junction for Dlllny, 
Whence a branch carried us to our des- 
tination, the entire journey occupying 
about ten hours. The line traverse, 
the Liao-tung Peninsula from one end 
to tiie other. Tlie fields tire stony. Hie 
crops on tlie ground poor. Hare, round 
topped kopjes from which every tree 
has disappeared, give narrow horizon 
to the landscape. The country grows 
wilder ami more rugged as tlie train 
moves south. The ruins of grey brick 
houses with big Russian windows and 
broken, pagoda-tiled roofs, shiver lin- 
ked in tl'e void rain nbuttl tlie railway 
stations. Holes torn in the walls by 
shell tire expose the debris of enor- 
mous RllHSlan stoves, of iron or glazed 

earthenware. The mimes of the sta- 
tions are still in the Russian character. 
Smart littl? Japanese in fancy dress 
uniforms borrowed from Germany and 
iFrullCO inquire pleasantly for one's pa- 
pers. Tlie Chinese inhabitant of tlie 
conn try is curiously scarce. Occasion- 
ally lie hawks a big basket of excellent 
•boiled eggs upon the platform, hut 

even hawking is ilnno more often by 
a Jllpitnefe cooly. Now and again tlie 
ti'a'iii pusses the wretched mud hovels 
of ii Chinese village. Tlie fields are 
cultivated alongside the railway, Imt 
the long blue coat which proclaims the 
Chinese villager is seen but little from 



tlie line. Tlie Chinese women have 
crept back out of their hiding places. 
The i n oi i have never deserted their 
fields entirely. The slaughter ami li- 

cen f i ho long campaign have left 

the survivors numb. If tlie British 
were in the place of the Japanese ihey 
would have large gangs of ihe inhabi- 
tants at every station restoring 'lie 

houses, building feeder roads into the 

interior ami incidentally earning money 
thnt would bring bad; prosperity. I'n- 
like tlie Japanese, the Urilisli mighl 
forget thai they were under contract 
to i|uit. but the country would protein 
a less depressing spectacle Hint an pre- 
sent 

Historic Ground 
The kopjes link themselves together 
as the train moves southwards and up 
pronches the narrow neck of tlie Porl 
Arthur peninsula. The steep, pale- 
green slopes are scarred with red where 
the drainage has cut vertically into 
the soil, making channels which are 
natural shelter trenches. Grey rocks, 
behind each of which a defender might 
crouch in comparative safety from rifle 
lire, jostle each other in crowded mas- 
ses. One passes this isthmus in the 
middle of tin- day and may obtain an 
excellent view of the positions held by 
.both Ihe Russians and the Japanese 
ill the big tight which preceded ihe 
iTort Art luir siege. The isthmus is si 
completely commanded by Ihe kopjes, 
Which General Sinossel fortified, that 
the feal of the Japanese in capturing 
il seems almost incredible. 1 passed 
twice over tlie spol, once on my way 
lo Port Arthur, and afterwards when 
proceeding north into Manchuria. On 
the second occasion I had Ihe good for- 
tune to be I raveling will] a distin- 
guished Japanese general, who pointed 
out to no witli characteristic cour- 
tesy the main features of the light and 
lamented the four thousand of ins 
brave conntrympii which die victory 
cost. The route Is a good one to lake 
on Ihe Way to Porl Arthur, for a view

Later on, when 
one has quitted the train and obtain- 
ed i lie necessary permission of ihe mili- 
tary authorities to go over Ihe defences, 
one has opportunity of seeing i lint ihe 
position nf the Japanese. after they 
had captured Ihe height, niiisl have 
boon very similar to that of tlie llritish 
upon Spina Kop. The trenches of ihe 
Ttiissinii defenders are obscured by Ihe 
superimposed Japanese works, facing 
iii tic opposite ilireci ion. The whole 
has since been dug over In remove lac 
bodies, for ilu> parapets were construct- 
ed of more i lum sioncs ami enr>li, 
wounded as well as dead getting built 
inlo them in the frantic haste of men 
endeavoring to shelter ihemselves from 
overwhelming shell lire. Even now, 
the entire surface is strewn witli blue, 
distorted lead shrapnel bullets and jug- 
ged, brown, rusty iron shell fragments 
nnd every shower washes additional 
mementoes mil of ihe ground. 

Horrible Sights Still 

Prom the summit of the hill one sees 
the whole of the harbor of Port Ar- 
thur spread oul below one in wide, 
green expanse. No glasses are required 
to malic nut two rnsty Russian war 
< siill awash upon a mudflnl 
they sank under Japanese howit- 
directed from Ihe captured 
The grey stone city, and its 
numerous suburbs stretch mn into ihe 
distance beside and beyond the brond

Everywhere Signs of Carnage 

Throughout the lone line of eastern 
ports, where tin- fierce muck of Aug- 
ust, mill, failed to break the defence, 
the ground is equally eloipicnl of the 
struggle. Tlie close green turf of the 

sleep hillsides is splashed wiih brown 
star-shaped holes where big gunshots 
have struck. Rusty cartridge .-lops and 
ihe wreck of blown-up guns of position 
are strewn along ihe crest. The stony 
slopes below are burrowed in all direc- 
tions by mines, countermines and trench- 
es. A siick of yellow dynamite, still 
ready to explode beneath a careless 
footstep, lies bel ween I wo pebbloi in 
a W'llitely-broWII paper wrapper on which 
Ihe iianie of i I - German maker stands 
mil in bold black type. Rusty hand- 
grenade tons, dented, but in ninny cases 
iinexploded, lie where Ihey were burled 
at approaching Japanese. Live shells, 
also loo liable to go off unexpectedly for 
the casual visitor to annex, may be 
picked up in quantity, including bnby 
pompom projectiles ami ihe missiles of 
ihe heavier guns, for many percussion 
fuses failed to si l ike fair on Impact, 
shells often alighting witli ihe wrong 
end foremost. Enormous musses of 
immense concrete, with the debris of 
immense six -inch guns smashed and 
burled hundreds of feet from ihe fort 
which ihe Russians blew up, are still 
scattered amidst the ruins. One may 
look down a dark underground passage 
dug by the Japanese into the hearl of 

one of the Russian works and termin- 
ating there in ihe gaping hole of a suc- 
cessfully exploded initio ami wander 
along miles of tangled barbed wire .-11111 
stake-pit obstacles. Continually, sunken 
spots mid patches of rank green weeds 
and grass in otherwise sterile ground 
tell a tale of wlinl lies iii shallow 
graves bennnth the snrfnee. The Japan- 
ese authorities have endeavored to burn 
witli kerosene oil whatever wan Incap- 
able of Interment, but the Japanese of- 
ficers and llioli who nre pouring into 
Porl Arthur on their way home from 
Manchuria will long find only ton-graphic 
evidence of tlie fighting. Coolies arc 
sifting oul of exposed bunks along the 
Russian works incredible quantities of 



pencilslutpeil bullets marked with the 
spiral that tell of their having been fired 
front Japanese rifles, 

Japan's Holy Ground 

Tori Arthur is holy ground for all 
Japan, but the old Samurai families 
hare left there so many of (heir best 
and bravest that they can claim it as 
especially their own. Officers on duty 
in far Mniieliuriaii stations siill speak 
sadly of the friends they have lost. I 
have seen dowers picked from ihe bat- 
tlefields treasured in little poikelbooks 
by sunburnt Japanese veterans who 
would have seemed the last to indulge 
in sentiment. Tlie long white name- 
Hags of ilie slain 110 longer hang beneath 
the red and while Japanese national 
banner in 'he v-illntfes of imiIIhiii Kiusin, 
but every st ra w- roofed maisonette will 
treasure some memento of ihe fields 
where husbands and sous gave lives free- 
ly ami gladly for their country. 

Within the defences, the city of Porl 
Arthur is deprossingly desolate. Whole 
terraces of line Russian houses stand 
empty and dilapidated Japanese coo- 
lies have been imported in large num- 
bers in connection with sacli works as 
tlie new Japanese forts upon Golden 
Hill, nnd ihey now ply with jinriekslinws 
for hire in the si reels. Japanese shop- 
keepers have opened stores of all kinds 
for ihe use, of the garrison, bin there is 
no demand for good accommodation. "The 
buildings hit by shells during the siege 
are generally in ruins, \ n attempt lias 
been made to alter the lire scorched 
heap, which is all llial remains of Ihe 
theatre which roystering Russians made 
famous Ihrotighonl the IOnst. Beer gar- 
dens are empty nnd tlieir once well kept 
shrubs tire growing inlo jungle. The 
wreck of a Russian cruiser blown up in- 
side tlie substantial stone graving basin 
blocks the dockynrd. Comfortable 

droshkies willi good Russian horses be- 
tween tlie shafts rattle briskly over the 
\veII-macadnmiKcd mads. The names of 

makers in Odessa are engraved upon 
neai gun metal plates upon the concli 

boxes, hill the drivers are blue-coaled 

MuneliuHnns and the occupants little 
Japanese. 

Too Big for the Japs 
The hotel where Hie traveler puis up 
in run by a manager from Tokio. Sonic 
excellent Russian lea knives and forks 
stumped In Moscow, n big stove and 
roomy willdoWH, remind one of the 
past, but a shell-rent in tlie door and 



comfortable kimono beside the bed to 
weur on the way to a copious hot Jap- 
anese hath bring buck tlie present re- 
ality. Oupe 1 saw one of the big red- 
bearded Russians who are associated 
willi the place. I rubbed my eyes, but 
he was real, a solitary specimen admit- 
ted under some special circumstances 
probably lo close up his affairs. His 
presence did not emphasize the deso- 
lation of the change which has occurred. 
The chateaux with double windows 
nnd spacious halls, built by extrava- 
gant Muscovites willi ideas of * Empire 
iii their minds, are too big for the small 
Japanese administrative staffs. Prom 
the pavement along the esplanade, 
which is formed of granite slabs so 
long that each reaches from one side 
to the oilier down to electric lighting 
plant, of which use is still made, every- 
thing is in excess of present requlre- 
11 is. The Porl Arthur of the Rus- 
sians was totally different from 1 lie 
Porl Arthur of ihe Japanese. 

No olio, however, inny admire I he 
achievements of ihe present owners 
and sympathize with ihe objects they 
have had in view, can see the city as il 
now is without some thought for Ihe 
men who slaked ami lost s u much there, 
The Future Port Arthur 

Not only ns a city, but as a naval | 
base, Porl Arthur has seen its day. The: 
Japanese have decided wisely to coll- j 
lent Ihemselves with making ilie liurbor 
secure from any sudden dash of a has- ! 
tile lleet and to trust to command of ihe 
sen to do the rest. The haven and ils 
dockyards will become a useful coaling 
and repair station for Ihe Japanese Heel 
upon Ihe north China coast and lnoiiey 
will not he wasted upon ihe keeping up 
of ih tortuously extensive defences 

which wen»kelled the resources of the 
Russian garrison. 

Japan has no need for more. !Jer 
own line harbors in the inland sea are 
her proper slrutcgli base. She will 

dispose to the best advantage of effects 
collected at the eosl of millions by Ihe 
Russian government and now surplus lo 
her requirements, 

The precis,, part which military Porl 
Arthur ami its commercial brother 
Dnlny (rcehristeiied Tnireii by (lie Jap- 
anese) nre lo piny in relation with (ho 
oilier Mntiehiirinu purls of Neuchwnng 
ami Aiitiing will now gradually he de- 
termined. Manchuria is a treasure 
house, which has Xeiichwiing and An; 
titng as wide open windows on either 



side communicating direct willi a cen- 
tral chamber, and Port Arthur and 
Dnlny as narrow doors set at the end 
of a long and contracted passage. Tlie 
windows are far more convenient than 
the doors for purposes of both entrance 
and exit, hut are barred in winter, while 
the doors are not. 

The Economic Question 
Strategically Tori Arthur and Dalny 
gave Russia the warm water harbors in 
the Far Bust which she needed for her 
lleet, but, commercially, neither of them 
prospered very mil a bly ill her hands. 
Their future is now further contracted. 
The natural wealth of Manchuria is 
great, but it is situated far from the 
Liaotuug Peninsula in which Port Ar- 
thur ami Dalny si and. The stupendously 
rich coal Gelds and grain lands in the 
north have distant Moukden as their 
centre and the Lino river witli Neuch- 
wnng at its mouth as their natural out- 
let. The timber forests in the west are 
capable of competing successfully with 
tlie American lumber upon which the 
Par Bust depends for its supply, but 
they also have an outlet of their own. 
They are located about the upper reaches 
of tlie Yalu river and can float their pro- 
duce by water lo Antiing far more 
cheaply limit a railway could carry it to 
any oilier porl, Dnlny is possessed of 
certain natural advantages as 11 disirib- 
iiting centre for Ilie piece goods and

DIVORCE REFORM UNION. 

The formation is announced of n rlew 
society tinder the title of the Divorce 
Reform Union, which lins come into ex- 
istence as a direct result of the outspok- 
en criticism of the 'English law of di- 
vorce nnd separation by Sir Gorell 
Bnrnes n short while ago. The presi- 
dent of the divorce court, it will he re- 
membered, snid that tho law is full of 
inconsistencies, anomalies and inequali- 
ties, nnd that it does not produce de- 
sirable results in important respects. 
The object of the union, according to 
Mr. Ramsay Fairfax, the acting' chair- 
man, is to secure the appointment of a 
royal commission to enquire into the 
whole subject of divorce and separa- 
tion, witli a view to a suitable amend- 
ment of the existing law. Though the 
movement is merely in its Infancy, it is 
receiving support from a large number 
of persons of position; and its friends 
Claim that the need for the step which 
they are urging is already clearly en-

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Women Made Fairer By 

The New Evening Modes 

By Mary Dean. 



Theatio headgear — this induding 
huts, defined headdresses and ornaments 
of all sorts — is a mooted subject which 
smart woraeu seem to bo settling for 
themselves. At a recent hat stile or- 
ganized by the Gomtessi de Gi'eluffe, a 
noted lender of the Paris set, some of 
the most charming evening creations 
were contributed by society women. The 
ostensible purpose of tbo sale was char- 
ity, but those concerned in it took tlie 
opportunity to give some excellent ob- 
ject lessons an'eiit the evening manners 
of millinery. "Both amateur and pro- 
fessional modistes," snys a Paris jour- 
nal, "were for once in league on the 
point, namely, the alteration of the large 
theatre hat, that long-tolerated nuisance 
which has never been thoroughly 
squashed here. The triumphant success 
or the tiny tongues and bandeaux with 
transparent lifts set forth by these la- 
dies as approved headgear is assured, so 
that the large evening hat, which in the 
order of tilings is sure to bid for favor, 
will find little place in the well-bred 
world." 

■Coming at a moment when there is 
an enormous rerival of interest In even- 
ing headgear, the limitations as sot 
forth by the Comtesse de Greluffe and 
her adherents will have an important 
influence on French millinery for for- 
eign use. 

"We do not intend to handle any 
large hats for theatre use," declared one 
importer of prominence in a recent in- 
terview. "Small, fiat turbans of flowers 
or leaves, bandeaux with light, feathery 
lifts, mid infinitesimal chapeaux wnicli 
a wisp of tulle and a great rose may, 
perhaps, make, shall lie our models." 

Perched upon the elaborate erections 
of curled, puffed and waved hair which 
are the vogue, this millinery, it is de- 
clared, will set upon the head more like 
hair ornaments than hots. Nobody's 
view will be obstructed, woman will be 
fairer thereby, and her inordinate hun- 
ger for fixiness satisfied. 

Some painted models of the evening 
chapeaux which will make their appear- 
ance hero give backing to these prom- 
ies, for all those described ns theater 
hats- are indifferently tiny. A group of 
delightful Jiead-dresses were fashioned 
of. twists of wired gilt or silver tulle, 
satin ribbon or velvet holding in place 
wide paradise plumes, which rose very 
slightly at the left, and then curled low 
at the sides of the coiffure. The twists 
themselves were in the tiniest wreaths, 
which were set squarely on top of the 
head over soft puffs of the hair. A mar 
velfius little hat was a tiny sauceruat 
turban of pnle rose tulle edged with a 
wreath of deeper pink rosebuds. At the 
left an aigrette in "comet's tail' form, 
and put on with a low, broad slant, was 
in shaded jiinks. 

A hat for concert and dinner wear 
plainly vied with these tiny affairs for 
favor with the women accustomed to 
big ehnpVaux. for Ibis was a clumsy, 
bunchy turban of white tulle over a 
gilt wire (rune. The effect was biggish 
but transparent, and at the left side of 
this eh n pen u hand made noses of pink 
chiffon taffeta and a lift of wild grasses 
made of wired "green tulle, artistically 
shaded were novel features. 'Die odd- 
est hat of all was a miniature fantaisie, 
all of liny pink roses, with the excep- 
tion of a green satin crown band, in 
jockey form, the short peak, however, 
not emerging beyond the line of the 
hair. 

Everything that is fantastic, in snort, 
is likely lo be seen in the new evening 
millinery, but if one may count on the 
promised word of importers and painted 
models, nil forms will be flat, and every 
lifting ornament almost as transparent 
ns window g'ass. Still, some of these 
lifts are enormously long. nnd. put on 
in a recklessly slanting way, these are 
likely to .endanger the actual eye of the 
neighbor as well as bis point of view. 
Such chapeaux, however, will only be 
worn here in private boxes, as the pop- 
ular prejudice against the nuisance of 
I he theater ha I is much stronger in this 
country thai in franco. 



For the restaurant dinner, horse show 
and for any other service where elabor- 
ate dressing is in order hats are likely to 
have much of the old bigness. The plate 
models shown for these do not strive 
greatly for sharp points of height, ev- 
erything being put on with an even, 
bunchy bigness. A high crown with a 
broad, straight brim is one model for 
the delicately tinted felts, which will bo 
offered for smart evening gowns in pale 
colors, ostrich feathers, jeweled buckles, 
tulle and enormous roses trimming them 
heavily. Regarding "la rose" — the 
flower of llowors — for the head of 
beautiful woman, the aforementioned 
journal writes: 

"The newest rose is a vast, shattered 
blossom that looks as if its petals would 
tall at a touch. Sulphur, pink violiue 
and pistacke green are chic shades for 
them, and a single blossom is some- 
times worn in a street bodice like the 
natural flower. Another in the same 
shade may be at the side of a tulle tur- 
ban while Madame*s gloves, parasol 
and stockings match the hue of her en- 
chanted posies." 

Of almost equal importance to the 
theatergoing world as the fast invading 
hat is the cult of the coiffure as taught 
by leading hairdressers. Not only is 
the hair structure bigger than ever, with 
its curls, braids and padded puffs, but 
Spanish combs and aigrettes from six 
to eight inches in height must set off the 
evening head. Then with the high square 
topped combs the lace mantilla of the 
Cnstilion beauty also threatens, coif- 
feurs showing already the correct 
method of wearing them, and invariably 
getting in n word of the new Queen 
of Spain, whose adoption of Spanish 
customs has revived interest in these 
charming trifles. 

The best of the imported combs, 
which as yet are shown in but limited 
numbers, are encbantingly lovely, filigree 
silver, chased gold and plain shell form- 
ing them. The very much ornamented 
ones, those with blinding paste gems, 
are spurious imitations, jewelers affirm, 
but these are shown, too, by the 
coiffu re. 

The arrangement of the mantilla, 
which may be of white or black lace, 
with the high comb is simple. One cud 
is dropped slightly over the top of the 
comb, and the rest of the f limy fabric, 
which is in square shawl form, giace- 
fully veils the shoulders and the back 
head. The picturesque becomingness of 
this headdress is too taking to be en- 
tirely ignored, and it will doubtless be 
adopted for theater wear by a few wom- 
en of independent spirit. The others 
will seize upon the numerous little hats 
offered, and all the high and low orna- 
ments which will take away the look of 
a bare, unadorned head. 

The ways of pulling the Spanish 
comb into the coiffure are various. With 
the mantilla if is placed squarely at the 
top of the bend back of the crown, or 
slightly to one side. With other high 
coiffures, for a high dressing of flic hair 
is necessary with the tail comb.it may 
be placed at the back of the coiffure, 
the square top barely showing al the 
front. Conservative people will choose 
those are only moderately high, and true 
Spanish influences are shown in the 
square tops, which, whether high or 
low, (he majority of the newest combs 
display. 

As lo the methods by which the mod- 
ish coiffure of the moment is achieved, 
they all tend to give the bend n ver, 
larged appearance. Frames mad 
wire the size of a single hair, covered to 
suit the wearer's glory, nnd still further 
disguised with a covering of hair net, 
are employed to raise the front pompa- 
dour, the side face puffs, nnd sometimes 
fo bank the final chignon. The waved 
locks which cover these at the front 
arc artificially glossed to dazzling bright- 
ness, and wherever there is a vncnnt 
space in the back weaves tin; hair- 
dresser tucks in a soft, short curl, which 
is atached to a brown, blop.de of black 
hairpin.

(Divide hash into six even parts, roll out 
on a floured table and dip in beaten 
egg. Mix on a plate three ounces of 
bread crumbs, two ounces of finely 
chopped cooked ham, a saltspoonful <>f 
ground thyme and a ground buy leaf 
Boll cutlets in this mixture. Fry tot 
eight minutes on each side and serve 
hot with a sauce. 

Tasty Herring Dish from Pekin.— Re- 
move skin nnd bones from two smoked 
herrings. Cut in half-inch, slanting 
thick pieces, place in a deep dish, cover 
with cold milk and soak for two hours 
Drain on a cloth, place on a plate, 
squeeze over the juice of half a lemon, 
add half a tcaspoonful of freshly 
chopped parsley, two ta'blespoonfuls of 
oil, turn well in seasoning and allow to 
stand for fifteen minutes. Prepare n 
frying batter of half a pound of sifted 
flour mixed together with two table- 
spoonfuls of olive oil, half a tcaspoonful 
of salt, one tablespoouful of powdered 
sugar, the yolk of three eggs, two table 
spoonfuls of cold water and half a cup 
of cold milk. Boil herrings in this but- 
ler, drop in boiling fat for ten min- 
utes, remove with a skimmer nnd serve. 

Kidney Curry — Skin twelve fresh mut- 
ton kidneys, cut them in two lengthwise 
season with a teaspoonftil of salt and a 
half a tcaspoonful of pepper anil keep 
until required. Cut in two-inch strips 
a small carroty a seeded green pepper, 
two branches of celery ami tin onion 
and place in a sauce pan with (wo table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter. Fry for ten 
minutes, stirring once in a while. Add 
a sound apple cut in small strips nnd 
two finely chopped seeded red tomatoes. 
Season with a half a tcaspoonful of 
salt, a saltspoonful each of cayenne 
grated nutmeg, a tcaspoonful of 
powder. 




Although the Imperial government's 
policy with regard to the Orange River 
Colony is unannounced, signs aro not 
wanted that it will ho as reactionary 
ns that framed for the Transvaal, says 
the Toronto Hail and Empire. In some 
quarters, however, the government's 
hesitation to make an announcement 
is regarded as a favorable omen, the 
theory being that the Transvaal con- 
stitution was put forth to draw the 
Conservative fire, the Orange River 
constitution being so designed ns to 
escape tlio criticism aimed at the for- 
mer. To make this tlie*ory reasonable 
tho government would then have to 
adjust the Transvaal to the Orange 
River standard, rather a complicated 
and unnecessary procedure. At any 
rate the government is pausing, and 
consultations with Sir Hamilton Goold- 
Adams, the lieutenant-governor, are 
announced. Many loyalists fear tho 
worst, and already the English papers 
are publishing letters from South 
Africa protesting against the action 
that seems most likely. 

Three Communities There 
The Johannesburg correspondent of 
the Times sends to his paper a long 
letter written by a British mechanic 
who has been living on a South Afri- 
can farm. This communication is an 
illuminating one and points out the 
complexity ot the problem with which 
the government has to deal. The task 
is not to set up a constitution for one 
communlty, nor even for two, as was 
the case In the Transvaal. There are 
in reality three communities in the 
Orange Colony, and the gulf that 
divides them is social as well as poli- 
tical. There are the British settlers, 
who have been placed on the land or 
appointed to the civil service since 
the end of the war, and whoso for- 
tunes ure entirely dependant on the 
maintenance of riritisb supremacy. 
There are the "Khaki Boers," who 
surrendered before the end of the war, 
took service as national scouts, or 
u j J otherwise aided the British. Finally

Then l'u-own''for'Ve'n "minutes. Boel ' K wn ° fought to the bitter end,

Barai Hongkongoisc:— Cut into bnlf- 
inch square pieces a half pound of lean 
raw rump of beef, half a pound of lean 
fresh pork, cut the same way, and keep 
them separate. Chop very finely six 
small new onions nnd mix with a heap- 
ing tablcspoonful of freshly chopped 
parsley. 

Now plunge into boiling water with a 
tcaspoonful of salt in u saucepan 
and boil for fifteen minutes half a 
of noodles and quarter of a pound of 
Iho best macaroni. Cook the noodles 
nnd macaroni separately and niter 
draining off the water, keep separate. 
Melt a tablespoon of butter in a sauce- 
pan nnd add two light tnblespoonfuls 
of flour. Slir well together with a 
wooden spoon while browning for four 
minutes. Moisten with a cup of hot 
water and add UVO good sized ripe 
tomatoes which have been chopped. 
Season with a half tablespoonful of salt 
half a teaspoonful of white pepper, one 
saltspoonful of grated nutmeg hnlf a 
saltspoonful of cayenne pepper ami one 
teaSpopnsful of curry powder, Stir all 
well together and allow lo gently sim- 
mer for twenty-five minutes, Strain 
the sauce and keep it warm. 

Lightly butter the bottom of a pie 
dish, then evenly arrange the macaroni 
at the bottom of the dish. Spread a 
[very little of the 'sauce over the mac-

Hong Yin Cong (almond soup)— i tike 
three pints and a half of plain soup 
broth and place in a saucepan with a 
finely chopped onion, a tcaspoonful of 
chopped parsley and seasoning of n tca- 
spoonful of salt, and a half teaspoon- 
ful »f popper. Add three ounces of raw 
rice with a half a t Oblespoonful of but- 
ter nnd boil for thirty-live minutes. 
Scald three ounces of almonds in bolting 
water (after they have been shelled), 
drain and peel them and chop almost lo 
a powder. Place this powder in a sauce- 
pan with two cups of milk and boil for 
ten minutes, stirring once in a while. 
Now press this milk mixture through a 
cheesecloth into the soup. .Mix well, 
boil for ten minutes an., serve with 
slices of toast. 

(Fried Eggs', Li Ifung Chang. — Make 
six pieces of fresh toast, each throe 
inches square, lightly butter and place 
on a dish. Broil six exceedingly thin 
slices of lean bacon for n miitute on 
each side. Cut each slice in two and 
arrange over the' six pieces of toast.

North Korea. It is also the terminus 
of tha narrow field railway to Moukden, 
which is to be converted eventually to 
the standard-gauge. Pine and cedar 
logs from the interior are flontcd on rafts 
alongside its wharves.

A Globo Trotter's Record. 
[Port Arthur may become a rendezvous 
for the profitable globe trotting traffic 
which the Japanese, with his infinite 
capacity for detail knows well how fo 
nf j exploit. Dalny is already a port of call 
for Japanese steamers. Japanese trad- 
ers have established themselves there in 
some numbers, thus getting the start of 
other foreigners who I found in Chinese 
and Korean ports complaning loudly of 
being excluded, Japanese piece goods 
ami nieknacks may elect this route for 
entering the country. A portion only ol 
the exports can be expected to follow 
suit. 

A striking contrast to the empty ware- 
houses and lonely wharves of splendid 
Port Arthur ami Dalny is afforded by 
the busy traffic and squalid Neuchwang. 
Here no millions have been expended 
by would-be-empire builders, but the 
muddy banks of the winding river are 
lined witli punks, steam winches rattle 
merrily on the vessels loading Moukden 
bean cake and discharging American 
piece goods. A sandbar shuts out all 
boats drawing more than 10 feel id' 
water. The river winds so much that 
tho cutting lb rough of a neck of mud I 
only 1,(550 feel across would divert Ihe I 
stream altogether from the main esplan- 
ade of the port. From the windows of | 
Ihe principal hole! upon the quay one 
sees across the anchorage, beyond the 
mean corrugated roofs of ihe terminus 
of tho railway to Tientsin, junks which 
have already traveled, by water, sixteen 
miles on their tortuous journey from the I 
port. The wharves are built of little 
more substantial than yellow millet 
stalks ami rickety brown wooden stakes, 
Inn a foreign trade of ten million ster- 
ling annually is being done on the port, 
and a boom in land values whs going 
al the time of my visit which afforded 
tangible proof of the confidence felt by 
the residen Is in the future of the place. 

Port Arthur and Dalny are in a very 
different position, They have been fa- 
mous, but are now only the monument 
of a gigantic failure. Japan will do 
what enterprise can suggest and careful 
Industry can carry into effect to exploit 
(heir possibilities, but the task is diffi- 
cult, and Ihe outlook far frim bright. — 
Special correspondence of Toronto

definite racial purpose. People who 
see in a flood at BloemContein 'a curse 
from God brought by the British,' who 
regard the very useful agricultural 
experiments of the new administration 
as attempts to fly in the face of Prov- 
idence, and who at the some time 
teach their children to consider the 
name of Englishman as synonymous 
with everything that is base, are not 
people who will stop to reason whether 
the policy dictated lo them is one that 
Is fair all around." 

The Growth of Ill-Wilt 
In another letter to the Times an 
Orange River Colony farmer reveals 
the truo situation as it exists between 
Briton and Boer on the land. Previous 
to the visit by the royal commission, 
whoso report la the. basis of the gov- 
ernment's South African policy, the 
situation was bad enough, but wns 
saved from being desperate by the 
preponderance of British lnlluence, 
which compensated for tho vast pre- 
ponderance of the Boers In number. 
Since the commissioners departed 
there has been an astonishingly rapid 
and dangerous growth of ill-feeling. 
The Boers felt that they were about 
to be placed in the saddle once more, 
and could not resist a little prelimin- 
ary cantering over the opinions of the 
British. The writer declares that there 
is not a Liberal in England who could 
live for six months on the veldt with- 
out determining that British suprem- 
acy must be upheld, unless there is to 
be a third Boer war, the bloodiest of 
all. 

What Will Happen 

The first consequences of Boer rule 
the writer summarizes as follows: The 
disbanding of the South* African con- 
stabulary and tho substitution of a 
small force, eonslstln.tr chiefly of young 
Boers; a gradual out general dis- 
missal of British-born officials from 
government offices and railways; the 
serving out of rifles to ex-burghers — 
1. e., Boers — at the expense of the 
state; a wholesale appointment of 
Boer justices of the peace; tlie estab- 
lishment of a colony for "poor whites" 
— 1. e., poor Boers; a scheme of taxa- 
tion which will be unduly burdensome 
to the commercial community; edu- 
cation reform to favor the Dutch and 
country districts at the expense of the 
British urban communities. Most of 
these objects are declared in public 
meetings fearlessly, as by masters of 
the situation. 

Accepting the farmer's words that he 
writes without any personal antipathy 
to the Boers, it is obvious that in 
granting responsible government the 
Liberal loaders will be embarking on 
one of the most dangerous political 
experiments ever made. 

Deadly Race Hatred 

In the twenty years that have passed 
since Majuba, the Boer has bad no 
reason to love the British. At that 
tfmc the admitted purpose of the 
burghers was to drive the detested 
"rednecks" into the sea and ob/terate 
every trace of them from South 
Africa. Half a generation of perse- 
cutions and a war failed to effect the 
programme. NOW, just when it seemed 
that this old, evil dream had passed 
away forever, a British government 
proposes to make it a terrible reality. 
At last tho sjambok Is in the cruel 
hand of tho Boer.
